The  annual  reports  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  Chemists'  Defence  As- 
sociation show  progress  during  the  past  year,  and  success  in  the 
legal  work  of  the  younger  affair  (p.  96). 

The  Magistrates  of  Sligo  have  dismissed  a  summons  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  for  compounding  a  medical  prescription  on  the 
ground  that  that  alone  does  not  constitute  an  offence,  but  keeping 
open  shop  for  the  purpose  (p.  92).

The  Early- closing  of  Shops  Committee  has  reported  on  its 
inquiry,  stating  that  the  long  hours  are  injurious  to  health,  and 
can  only  be  remedied  by  legislation,  but  instead  of  recommending 
Lord  Avebury's  Bill,  the  Committee  adopted  a  proposal  of  the 
Marquis  of  Salisbury's  to  authorise  Town  Councils  to  regulate  the 
hours  of  closing  (p.  88  and  p.  97). 

Business  is  fairly  brisk  this  week,  probably  on  account  of  the 
drug-auctions,  and  market  changes  are  more  numerous  than 
usual.  Quinine  is  lower  again  in  second-hands  ;  lemon  oil  has  had 
a  slump.  English  almond  oil  is  lower.  Tartaric  and  citric  acids, 
and  cream  of  tartar,  are  all  tending  downwards,  owing  to  lack  of 
demand,  notwithstanding  the  prevailing  hot  weather.  The  drug- 
auctions  are  reported  on  p.  101. 
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Local  Newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  nteresting 
the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

On  July  14  a  domestic  servant  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  J.  J. 
Sapp,  J.P.,  chemist,  Southsea,  committed  suicide  by  saturating 
her  clothing  with  paraffin  and  setting  fire  to  herself.  She 
had  been  jilted  by  her  lover. 

Frank  Pickles,  drysalter,  Mann  Street,  Wilsden,  was  fined 
Is.,  including  costs,  at  Bingley,  on  July  10,  for  selling  milk 
of  sulphur,  which  on  being  analysed  was  found  to  contain 
60  per  cent,  of  addtd  matter. 

The  Sanitas  Company  (Limited),  of  Letchford  Buildings> 
Bethnal  Green,  E.,  and  Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Company 
(Limited)  are  to  supply  disinfectants  to  the  Whitehaven 
Town  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

At  Hanley  on  July  8,  a  named  Robert  Morris  was  sen- 
tenced to  a  month's  hard  labour  for  stealing  a  syphon  of 
soda-water,  value  2s.  6d ,  the  property  of  Mr.  Thos.  C. 
Cornwell,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hanley. 

The  Knutsford  Bench,  on  July  10,  granted  a  transfer  of 
the  wine-licence  held  by  the  late  Mr.  Wm.  Jackson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  King  Street,  Knutsford,  to  Mr.  Wm.  Edward 
Horrocks,  who  has  taken  over  the  business. 

John  Henry  Nicholson  (47)  of  "  Longcott,"  High  Road, 
Chiswick,  described  as  an  "  aural  specialist,"  was  remanded 
at  Brentford  Petty  Sessions  on  July  13,  on  a  charge  of 
obtaining  5s.  lOd.  by  fraud  in  connection  with  an  ornitho- 
logical competition. 

A  cow  walked  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  C.  H.  Ridley,  chemist, 
Barking,  on  July  9,  and  round  to  the  back  of  the  counter. 
The  apprentice,  who  was  making  compound  liquorice- 
powder,  received  a  severe  shock  to  his  nerves,  but  otherwise 
the  damage  was  trifling. 

At  Highgate  on  Wednesday,  Wm.  John  Hompston  (21), 
carman,  of  3  Vorley  Road,  Upper  Holloway,  was  fined  10s. 
and  25s.  6d.  costs  for  working  two  horses  in  a  Camwal 
mineral  waters'  van  in  South  wood  Lane,  Highgate,  on  June  13, 
when  they  were  suffering  from  sores. 

A  man  named  Champness,  formerly  sub-postmaster  at 
Levenshulme,  was  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal  servitude  at 
the  Manchester  Assizes,  on  July  13,  for  stealing  letters  con- 
taining postal  orders.  Prisoner  before  his  arrest  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  passing  himself  off  as  a  chemist  employed  by 
a  well-known  Manchester  firm. 

As  a  memorial  to  the  late  Lord  Armstrong,  it  is  intended 
to  appeal  to  the  public  for  funds  to  complete  the  College  of 
Science  in  Newcastle,  re-naming  it  the  Armstrong  College. 
A  statue  of  Lord  Armstrong  will  also  probably  be  erected  in 
a  prominent  position  near  the  city. 

The  staff  at  the  Lincoln  branches  of  Boots  (Limited) 
visited  Fulbeck  on  July  10,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Rev. 
Vere  F.  and  Mrs.  Willson,  for  the  third  year  in  succession. 
The  party  numbered  fifty-two,  and  enjoyed  excellent  weather 
and  the  best  of  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  kind-hearted 
rector  and  his  wife.  The  beautiful  scenery  having  been 
duly  inspected,  the  homeward  drive  began  about  9  o'clock. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Physical  Labo- 
ratory, Teddington,  have  made  the  following  appointments  : 
Superintendent  of  the  engineering  department,  T.  E.  Stanton, 
D.Sc.  Victoria.  Assistants  in  the  physics  department,  J.  A. 
Harker,  D.Sc.  Victoria;  A.  Campbell,  B.A..  Cambridge; 
H.  C.  H.  Carpenter,  M.A.  Oxon.,  Ph.D.  Leipzig;  junior 
assistants,  B.  F.  E.  Keeling,  B.A.  Cambridge;  F.  E.  Smith, 
Royal  College  of  Science.

Commissioner  Kerr  to  Eetire. 

The  well-known  Judge  of  the  City  of  London  Court  for 
over  forty-two  years,  Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr,  now  in  his 
81st  year,  has  intimated  to  the  Corporation  his  readiness  to 
retire  immediately  if  the  interests  of  suitors  could  be 
served.  The  Corporation  will,  it  is  expected,  accept  the 
learned  Judge's  resignation,  and  grant  him  a  retiring 
pension  of  3.000Z.  It  is  probable  that  two  judges  will  be 
appointed  to  take  Commissioner  Kerr's  place,  if  the  Lord 
Chancellor  approves,  so  that  there  may  be  continuous  daily 
sittings. 

|  Chemical  Society. 

'  The  Council  have  had  before  them  the  resolution  as  to  the 
I  day  and  hour  of  the  ordinary  meetings  passed  by  the  extra- 
ordinary general  meeting  held  on  May  15,  and  have  recon- 
sidered the  decision  arrived  at  on  March  21,  and  rescinded 
it  on  June  20.  At  a  meeting  held  on  July  4,  it  was 
resolved : — 

That  the  Council  take  further  steps  to  inform  themselves  of  the 
predominant  opinion  of  the  general  body  of  the  fellows  with 
regard  to  a  change  of  the  day  and  hour  of  meeting ;  and  that, 
as  an  experiment  for  the  purpose,  the  five  ordinary  meetings  in 
January,  February,  and  March  next  be  held  on  Wednesdays  at 
5.30  o'clock." 

In  accordance  with  these  resolutions,  the  ordinary  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  in  November  and  December  this  year 
will  be  held,  as  heretofore,  on  Thursdays,  at  8  p.m.,  whilst 
the  five  ordinary  meetings  in  January,  February,  and  March 
of  next  year  will  be  held  on  Wednesdays,  at  5.30  p.m. 

Discharged. 

At  the  Durham  Assizes  on  July  16,  Harry  William  Ryott> 
aged  33  years,  a  chemist's  assistant,  was  charged  with  the 
manslaughter  of  Esther  Cain,  a  married  woman,  who  had 
engaged  him  to  attend  her  during  her  confinement,  and  it 
was  alleged  by  the  prosecution  that  he  was  guilty  of  such 
negligence  as  to  cause  her  death  by  rupture  of  the  womb. 
The  defence  was  that,  although  the  defendant  might  have 
made  a  mistake,  he  had  acted  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  skill.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  the  defendant  was 
not  guilty  simply  because  he  made  an  error  of  judgment; 
but  if  a  man  undertook  an  operation  of  this  kind  without 
having  proper  medical  knowledge  and  skill,  it  was  his  duty 
to  take  extra  precaution.  The  jmy  returned  a  verdict  of 
not  guilty,  and  defendant  was  discharged. 

Science  and  Industry. 
The  Technical  Education  Board,  at  its  meeting  on  July  15, 
directed  the  Higher  Education  Sub-Committee  to  inquire 
and  report  as  to  the  need  and  present  provision  for  special 
training  of  an  advanced  kind  in  connection  with  the 
application  of  science,  especially  electricity  and  chemistry, 
to  industry ;  and  as  to  what,  if  any,  developments  are 
needed  to  secure  efficient  training  in  these  subjects  for  senior 
country  scholars  and  other  advanced  students  who  desire 
to  qualify  themselves  to  take  leading  positions  in  scientific 
industries.  The  Technical  Education  Board  of  the  London 
County  Council  having  arranged  to  make  a  grant  of  10,0002. 
a  year  to  the  University  of  London,  is  very  directly  interested 
in  the  development  of  advanced  scientific  instruction. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Scarlet  fever  being  on  the  increase,  has  given  a  fillip  to 
the  local  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Beech  has  changed  the  title  of  his  shop  at  the 
Colleridge  to  the  "  Lifford  Drug-stores." 

Mr.  Salt  has  disposed  of  his  business  at  Six  Ways,  Aston, 
to  Mr.  Atkinson,  who  until  recently  managed  Messrs. 
Hedge's  arcade  shop  off  Corporation  Street. 

For  applying  turpentine  to  a  horse's  leg  "to  make  it  go  a 
bit  lively"  during  a  sale  by  auction,  a  shoeing-smith  of 
Smethwick  was  heavily  fined.  Two  veterinary  surgeons  said 
such  treatment  produced  violent  irritation. 

Our  weights  and  measures  authorities  have  got  the  bottle 
marked  pint  and  balf-pint  in  their  gaze,  and  after  January  1 
next  require  them  to  be  duly  verified  and  marked  or  with- 
drawn from  circulation.  This  will  apply  to  quinine-wine 
and  similar  bottles. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  University 
Chancellor's  letter  to  the  Council  in  regard  to  a  subsidy  from 
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rates,  has  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  issue  a 
halfpenny  rate  to  yield  5,000Z.,  to  be  handed  to  the  'Varsity 
authorities  as  an  annual  contribution. 

L.C.C.  Affairs. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on  July  16, 
the  Water  Committee  reported  that  the  time  for  which  the 
Council  authorised  the  continuance  of  the  examination  by 
the  chemist  of  water  from  the  Thames  and  Lea  above  the 
water  companies'  intakes,  and  of  water  drawn  from  the  com- 
panies' mains,  expired  on  June  30.  The  Local  Government 
Board  had  sent  no  intimation  that  they  intended  to  act  on 
the  Council's  suggestions  that  they  should  extend  their 
investigations  with  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  London 
water  supply  to  a  daily  examination,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances they  thought  the  chemist  should  be  authorised  to 
continue  his  examinations  for  another  nine  months  at  a 
weekly  expenditure  of  211.    This  was  agreed  to. 

The  chemist  was  authorised  to  continue  the  employment 
of  a  temporary  assistant  in  the  chemical  department  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  general  inquiries  as  to  the  cause  of 
the  action  of  water  on  lead. 


On  July  11,  a  slight  fire  occurred  in  a  still  on  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  Major  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  of 
Wincolmlee,  Hull,  through  the  leaking  of  a  pipe.  It  was 
extinguished  before  any  material  damage  had  been  done. 

Cricket  Report. 

Boots'  C.C.  (Sheffield)  v.  Walkley  Tradesmen  C.C.— Played 
at  Millhouses,  on  July  11,  and  resulted  in  a  draw.  Scores  : 
Walkley,  86;  Boots',  50  for  7  wickets.  For  the  latter  team 
Tread  way  took  5  wickets  for  22  runs. 

The  Nephew's  Views. 
The  Leeds  tradesmen,  comprising  hairdressers,  boot  and 
shoe  makers,  and  butchers,  have  agreed  to  close  their  shops 
five  nights  in  the  week  at  7  o'clock  and  at  10  on  Saturdays, 
beginning  on  September  1.  Mr.  Gerald  Balfour,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  writing  in  regard  to  the  matter,  says  : 
"  A  movement  on  voluntary  lines  and  carried  on  with  due 
regard  to  public  convenience,  and  to  the  wants  of  different 
classes  of  customers,  has  always  appeared  to  me  infinitely 
preferable  to  compulsory  legislation." 

I.O.M.  Fullers'  Earth. 
A  fullers'-earth  deposit  has  recently  been  discovered  near 
Glen  Wyllin,  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Cowell,  of 
Ramsey.    Mr.  Cowell,  who  was  lately  adjudicated  a  bank- 
rupt, estimated  that  his  share  in  the  mine—  one-half  was 

worth  10,000Z.,  and  included  that  figure  among  his  assets. 
Deemster  Moore  in  examining  him,  however,  made  little  of 
the  debtor's  discovery,  and  stated  that  the  value  of  fullers' 
earth  was  nothing  till  it  had  undergone  a  patent  process, 
which  was  the  secret  of  one  man.  Mr.  Cowell  replied  that 
leading  experts  had  pronounced  it  the  best  deposit  in  the 
kingdom,  and  that  on  the  eve  of  Dumbell's  Bank  failure  a 
syndicate  had  all  but  completed  the  purchase  of  it  for 
23,000^.  Mr.  Egbert  Rydings,  of  Laxey,  criticising  Deemster 
Moore's  remarks,  says  he  has  used  fullers'  earth  in  his  busi- 
ness for  twenty  years,  and  some  time  ago  was  induced  to 
try  a  sample  of  the  Glen  Wylin  deposit  in  its  natural  state. 
He  was  so  satisfied  that  for  two  years  he  has  used  no  other, 
doing  nothing  to  it  but  drying  it.  It  is  worth  to  him  51.  a 
ton,  and  an  English  firm  who  got  a  sample  from  him  has 
asked  for  a  large  cargo  delivered  at  Whitehaven  at  30,s\  a  ton. 

An  Ozone-machine. 
At  Bow  Street  on  July  11,  John  Parker  Morris,  a  broker,  of 
Bedford  Place,  Russell  Square,  was  charged,  on  remand, 
before  Mr.  De  Rutzen,  with  obtaining  two  diamonds,  value 
105Z.,  by  false  pretences  from  Moses  Souget.  Mr.  Marshall 
Hall,  who  defended,  pointed  out  that  the  diamonds  had  been 
received  by  the  prisoner  as  part  payment  of  a  one-fifth  share 
in  a  patent  machine  for  the  manufacture  of  ozone,  and  that 
no  criminal  offence  had  been  committed.  Mr.  Dodd,  for  the 
prosecution,  said  he  assented  to  that  to  a  certain  extent. 
The  prosecutor  had  ascertained  that  protection  had  been 
granted  with  respect  to  this  machine  for  manufacturing  ozone. 


They  did  not  know  that  when  they  applied  for  a  warrant. 
Both  parties  appeared  to  be  willing  to  be  put  back  into  the 
position  they  occupied  before  this  transaction  took  place. 
After  consulting  Sir  Franklin  Lushington  (who  granted  the 
warrant),  Mr.  De  Rutzen  allowed  the  prosecution  to  be  with- 
drawn, and  the  prisoner  was  discharged. 

Drugs  in  Northamptonshire. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  Northamptonshire  County 
Council  it  was  reported  that  five  samples  of  camphorated  oil, 
two  of  citric  acid,  three  of  cream  of  tartar,  two  of  paregoric, 
five  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  one  of  essence  of  lemon,  one  of 
milk  of  sulphur,  one  of  compound  tincture  of  cinchona,  and 
three  of  ground  ginger,  had  been  analysed.  One  of  camphor- 
ated oil  was  certified  as  not  made  with  pure  olive  oil,  the 
sample  of  tincture  of  cinchona  was  adulterated,  three 
samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  were  deficient  in  nitrous 
ether,  and  the  sample  of  essence  of  lemon,  and  one  of  ground 
ginger,  were  of  low  quality. 

The  Metric  System. 

In  the  course  of  a  paper  on  "  Weights  and  Measures,"  read 
by  Mr.  Oscar  J.  Kirby,  of  Batley,  before  the  general  meeting 
of  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures  at  the  County  Hall,  Spring  Gardens,  S.W.,  on 
July  11,  the  author  pointed  out  the  difference  between  the 
metric  system  and  the  decimal  system.  He  said  that  about 
300.000Z.  worth  of  our  exports  are  invoiced  annually  in 
British  weights  and  measures  to  countries  where  they  are 
not  understood.  He  thought  the  day  not  far  distant  when 
the  British  Government  would  introduce  our  legalised  metric 
system  into  such  Departments  as  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
dockyards,  and  the  Ordnance  Department. 

Clinching  the  Argument. 

Mr.  Thomas  Campling  Lamb,  pharmaceutical  chemist  (of 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Tribe  &  Lamb,  wholesale  chemists,  High 
Street,  Chatham),  and  a  member  of  the  Medway  Board  of 
Guardians,  who  was  assaulted  by  a  fellow  Guardian  (the 
Rev.  G.  S.  Hitchcock)  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board 
(C.  $  D.,  June  22.  p>age  978),  appeared  with  his  assailant 
before  the  Chatham  Stipendiary  Magistrate  last  week.  Mr. 
Lamb  summoned  Mr.  Hitchcock  for  assaulting  him.  In  his 
evidence  Mr.  Lamb  said  there  was  a  heated  argument  at  the 
Board  owiog  to  a  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Hitchcock, 
and  something  "political"  seems  to  have  been  introduced, 
and  Mr.  Hitchcock,  as  Mr.  Lamb  thought,  having  inferred 
that  he  (Mr.  Lamb)  was  "no  gentleman,"  Mr.  Lamb 
retaliated  by  saying  Mr.  Hitchcock  was  a  "  man  of  no  prin- 
ciple," a  remark  which  he  declined  to  withdraw.  Thereupon 
the  rev.  gentleman  struck  Mr.  Lamb  on  the  nose  with  his 
clenched  fist,  making  it  bleed,  and  he  felt  the  effects  for 
some  days.  Much  examination  and  cross-examination  was 
indulged  in  during  the  hearing  of  the  case,  but  in  the  end 
the  Stipendiary  said  there  must  be  a  conviction.  He  was 
sorry  the  case  had  been  brought  into  court,  but  if  it  led  to  a 
little  more  seemly  language  being  used  by  the  Guardians  to 
each  other  at  their  meetings,  it  would  have  a  good  result. 
Mr.  Hitchcock  was  then  bound  in  his  own  recognisances  in 
101.  to  keep  the  peace  for  six  calendar  months,  each  party 
to  pay  his  own  costs. 

Sale  by  Unqualified  Person. 

At  Battersea  on  July  13,  Mr.  Hicks  held  an  inquiry  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Harold  Cuthbertson  Vaughan  (38),  of 
Streatham.  The  widow  stated  that  during  the  past  six 
months  the  dpceased  had  complained  of  pains  in  his  bead. 
On  July  8  deceased  went  into  Parke's  Drug-stores,  in  High 
Road,  Balham,  and  purchased  twopennyworth  of  laudanum, 
and  he  drank  the  whole  of  it  when  he  got  home.  He 
became  drowsy  ;  a  doctor  was  sent  for,  but  deceased  died  two 
days  after  iu  the  Bolingbroke  Hospital.  Edwin  Elms,  an 
unregistered  chemist,  employed  at  Parke's  Drug-stores,  100 
High  Road,  Balham,  deposed  that  he  served  the  deceased 
with  3  dr.  of  laudanum.  The  Coroner  then  questioned  him 
as  follows  : — 

The  Coroner :  Who  are  the  responsible  people  ?  Is  there  a 
Parke,  or  is  it  merely  a  name  ?  Witness  :  It  is  a  limited 
company.  He  added  that  there  was  a  qualified  chemist  on  the 
premises,  but  he  was  at  dinner  when  witness  served  the  deceased. 
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Witness  asked  Vaughan  what  he  wanted  it  for,  and  he  replied 
that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  it.  He  did  not  say  what  for. 
Witness  asked  the  manager  if  he  might  serve  it.  Mr.  Hornby,  the 
manager,  did  not  leave  his  dinner. 

The  Coroner :  Have  you  never  read  the  Pharmacy  Act  regarding 
the  sale  of  poisons  ?    Witness  :  Yes. 

The  Coroner  :  Have  you  read  the  case  of  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Wheeldon,  in  which  it  was  laid  down  that  an  unregistered 
assistant  had  no  right  to  sell  poisons  ?  Witness  admitted  that  he 
had  not  seen  a  report  of  the  case,  but  he  explained  that  he  thought 
of  the  law  on  the  subject  when  he  received  the  Coroner's  summons 
to  attend  the  Court. 

The  Coroner :  Your  master  ought  to  have  served  the  poison 
himself. 

A  Juror :  Did  your  manager  give  you  instructions  as  to  the 
quantity  you  were  to  serve  ?    Witness  :  No. 

The  Coroner  :  It  is  not  excessive  in  the  ordinary  way,  but  the 
law  Bays  than  an  unqualified  person  shall  not  dispense  or  sell 
poisons.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  ask  the  manager,  who  is  at  dinner. 
He  ought  to  have  sold  it  himself.  He  might  have  asked  a  few 
questions,  and  then  decided  not  to  serve  the  deceased.  (To  Elms) : 
Don't  you  be  the  cat's-paw  for  the  manager  another  time.  If  he 
is  merely  to  be  the  figure-head  on  the  premises  you  might  have 
some  serious  things  happening.  Who  is  the  registered  secretary 
of  the  company  ?  Witness :  Mr.  Murison  is  the  managing 
director.    The  head  office  is  in  High  Street,  Camden  Town. 

The  Coroner :  I  shall  point  this  out  to  him,  and  what  I  do 
afterwards  is  my  look  out.  Have  you  passed  any  examinations  ? 
Witness  :  No,  sir. 

The  Coroner  :  I  suppose  you  are  not  like  the  chemist  in  Pickwick 
—  you  know  the  difference  between  oxalic  acid  and  Epsom  salts  ? 
Witness :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Frederick  John  Martin,  M.P.S.,  of  100  High  Koad, 
Balham,  stated  that  there  were  two  qualified  chemists  on 
the  premises,  and  one  unqualified.  Both  witness  and  Mr. 
Hornby  were  at  dinner  when  Elms  came  in  and  asked  if  he 
might  sell  two-pennyworth  of  laudanum.  Some  time  after- 
wards the  deceased's  step-son  came  and  asked  witness  to  go 
to  the  house,  as  the  gentleman  was  turning  black  and  blue. 
Mr.  Hornby  suggested  that  he  should  take  a  stiff  dose  of 
emetic.  When  witness  got  there,  however,  he  found  that 
the  patient  was  too  far  gone  for  an  emetic,  so  he  ran  for  Dr. 
Bevan,  who  came  on  his  bicycle  at  once.  The  deceased  was 
then  ordered  to  the  Bolingbroke  Hoipital,  whither  he  was 
taken  on  the  police  ambulance.  By  the  Coroner :  He  did 
not  authorise  the  sale  of  the  laudanum.  Mr.  Elms  was  the 
counterman.  He  considered  the  deceased  was  served 
"under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  man." 

The  Coroner  :  But  he  was  not  there.  Witness  :  He  was  on 
the  premises. 

The  Coroner  :  But  the  supervision  must  be  "  personal." 
You  might  have  a  telephone  200  or  300  yards  away,  but  that 
would  not  be  personal  supervision.  If  you  do  not  know  the 
law  I  am  not  going  to  teach  you  again.  I  was  instrumental 
in  getting  the  case  of  Wheeldon  heard,  and  the  judges  held 
that  personal  supervision  was  necessary.  If  the  chemist 
sees  the  stuff  poured  out  and  that  the  right  measure  is  given, 
that  is  personal  supervision,  as  he  could  check  the  assistant 
if  he  was  giving  too  much.  Of  course,  you  can  tell  a  quart 
of  laudanum  as  easily  as  twopenny  worth.  Witness:  Yes, 
there  is  no  limit,  so  long  as  a  reasonable  explanation  of  the 
purchase  is  given. 

The  Coroner  :  You  really  must  take  this  to  heart,  and  not 
allow  Elms  to  serve  poisons.  As  it  is,  I  shall  report  the 
matter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Witness  :  But  we 
have  two  qualified  men. 

The  Coroner :  You  are  like  the  Dutchman  who  left  his  best 
bower  anchor  at  home,  and  lost  his  ship  in  consequence. 
You  evidently  do  not  accept  your  position. 

Dr.  Cecil  Lyster  stated  that  death  was  due  to  opium- 
poisoning.  Three  drachms  of  laudanum  would  be  a 
dangerous  dose.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from 
misadventure,  and  censured  Parke's  Drug-stores  for  allowing 
an  unqualified  assistant  to  sell  poisons. 

A  Chemist's  Suicide. 

Dr.  George  Danford  Thomas,  Coroner  for  Central  London, 
held  an  inquest  at  Islington  on  July  12,  on  the  body  of  John 
Arthur  Ball  (34),  a  chemist's  manager,  126  Upper  Street, 
Islington.  The  widow  deposed  that  deceased,  who  was  a 
qualified  chemist,  had  been  in  bad  health  of  late,  and 
greatly  depressed.  On  July  8,  when  he  went  to  business,  he 
complained  of  being  very  tired  and  low-spirited.  Further 


evidence  showed  that  deceased  came  upstairs  from  the  shop, 
with  a  bottle  labelled  "  Morphia  "  in  his  hand,  and  said  he 
had  taken  some.  Dr.  John  Mattherson,  who  was  called  in, 
deposed  that  deceased  told  him  he  had  taken  4  oz.  of 
solution  of  morphia.  He  was  attended  to,  but  died  the 
same  evening  from  morphia-poisoning.  The  dose  taken  was 
sufficient  to  kill  twelve  persons.  Suicide  whilst  of  unsound 
mind  was  the  verdict. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Since  last  week  we  have  received  reports  of  fifteen 
fatalities  from  poisoning.  Carbolic  acid  was  taken  in  four 
cases,  laudanum  in  two,  oxalic  acid  by  one  person,  two  took 
prussic  acid,  one  strychnine,  two  cocaine,  and  two  chloro- 
dyne.  A  morphia  case  is  reported  elsewhere. — The  strych- 
nine was  taken  by  a  tramp,  who  picked  up  a  poisoned 
egg  on  the  roadside  near  Launceston,  and  ate  it,  with  fatal 
results. — At  an  inquest  held  at  Hackney  on  July  15  on  the 
body  of  a  surgical-instrument  maker,  evidence  was  given  by 
Mr.  Benjamin  Wilkinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  7  Middleton 
Road,  Kingsland,  who  stated  that  deceased  came  to  his  shop 
and  asked  to  be  supplied  with  some  prussic  acid  to  poison  a 
dog.  Mr.  Wilkinson  asked  the  man  to  bring  the  dog  to  the 
shop,  but  he  replied  that  the  animal  had  been  run  over  by  a 
tramcar  and  had  both  its  forelegs  broken.  As  the  man 
appeared  rational  he  was  supplied  with  2  dr.  of  the 
prussic  acid,  the  sale  being  duly  entered  in  the 
poisons-book.  Deceased  drank  the  poison,  and  died. — 
In  regard  to  a  carbolic  suicide  which  Mr.  Sidney  Smelt, 
the  Manchester  Coroner,  inquired  into  there  on  July  17,  it 
transpired  that  the  woman  (38)  had  bought  the  poison  from 
Mr.  C.  H.  Whaley,  chemist  and  druggist,  303  Stretford 
Road.  The  Coroner  first  pointed  out  to  the  jury  that  Mr. 
Whaley  had  made  no  entry  of  the  sale  of  the  poison,  but 
after  examining  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  recent  Order  in 
Council  as  to  the  scheduling  of  carbolic  acid,  he  seemed 
satisfied  that  it  was  not  compulsory  on  the  part  of  the 
chemist  to  make  such  entry.  Mr.  Whaley  did  not  remember 
selling  the  acid.  He  was  always  careful  in  selling  poisons 
that  persons  under  the  influence  of  drink  or  otherwise  appa- 
rently untrustworthy  did  not  get  them.  Then  this  question- 
ing took  place : — 

The  Coroner  :  You  know  you  are  expected  to  take  precautions  ? 

Witness  :  Yes ;  and  I  do  take  precautions.  I  know  that  people, 
with  a  properly  qualified  chemist's  label  on  bottles,  will  go  to 
unqualified  people  and  get  served  in  the  same  bottles,  the  seller 
taking  care  not  to  remove  the  label.  This  matter  ought  to  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  police.    The  Pharmacy  Act  is  no  use. 

The  Coroner  :  That  is  my  opinion. 

Witness  :  I  know  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  written 
to,  and  they  will  not  take  action. 

The  Coroner  :  It  is  like  the  Medical  Society.  It  does  not  protect 
medical  men  as  it  ought  to  do.  A  medical  man  pays  his  51.  a 
year  to  the  Society,  and  it  never  protects  him.  All  you  do  is  to 
pay  your  money  and  take  care  of  yourself ;  so,  if  you  have  taken 
this  precaution,  you  cannot  do  more.  People  come  for  this  stuff, 
and  you  take  proper  precautions ;  and,  if  people  make  an  improper 
use  of  it,  you  cannot  blame  the  seller. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  insane.  Mr. 
Smelt  is  somewhat  mixed  as  to  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
societies.  Medical  men  have  not  to  pay  51.  a  year  to  any 
Society.  The  remarks  as  to  prosecution  by  the  police  are 
pertinent.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  successful  candidates  for  the  recent  Pharmaceutical 
Licence  examination  were :— D.  Flynn,  T.  W.  Campion, 
F.  D.  Smyth,  (W.  H.  Maoauley,  P.  Moloney,  A.  Wilson,  equal), 
J.  S.  Strange,  (J.  Carroll,  J.  Patton,  equal),  A.  A.  Pellissier, 
W.  J.  McKinney,  S.  G.  Mackey,  C.  R.  McMullen.  Eight 
candidates  were  rejected. 

In  the  Registered  Druggist  examination,  T.  G.  Blair  and » 
P.  V.  Coyle  passed.    Three  candidates  were  rejected. 
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Sir  Charles  Cameron's  Holidays. 
The  Boyle  Guardians  had  before  theiu  a  letter  from  Sir 
Charles  Cameron  asking  that  articles  for  analysis  be  not 
sent  in  August,  as  it  is  the  month  for  holidays,  and  for 
cleaning  the  laboratory.  The  Chairman  did  not  think  the 
Guardians  had  authority  to  grant  his  request. 

Fire  at  Limerick. 

On  July  12  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  stores  of  Messrs.  Land 
&  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  Limerick.  The  stores  were 
completely  gutted,  and  the  back  of  the  shop  scorched.  The 
damage  is  covered  by  insurance. 

Personal. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Roscommon  Town  Com- 
missioners, Mr.  George  Phillips,  chemist,  was  co-opted  on 
the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  O.  J.  Donnellan. 

Mr.  D.  H.  O'Sullivan,  L.P.S.I ,  Medical  Hall,  Newmarket, 
co.  Cork,  has  been  recently  appointed  by  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  in  Ireland  a  Commissioner  for  administering  oaths 
and  taking  affidavits  for  the  town  of  Newmarket  and  sur- 
rounding districts. 

Contract. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Ballinasloe 
Asylum,  the  contract  for  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  was  given  to  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Dublin 
and  Belfast. 

A  Belfast  Burglary. 

On  July  6  George  Wilkinson  was  charged,  at  Belfast,  with 
breaking  into  Dr.  Graham's  surgery  in  Ormeau  Road, 
Belfast,  and  stealing  11.  On.  0±d.  from  the  till.  Accused 
had  been  assistant  compounder  to  the  doctor  up  to  about 
four  months  ago.  Three  months'  imprisonment  was  meted 
out  to  him. 

Messrs.  Thwaites's  Excursion. 

On  July  13  the  employes  of  Messrs.  A.  &  R.  Thwaites  & 
Co.,  mineral-water  manufacturers,  Dublin,  had  a  pleasant 
day's  outing  on  the  occasion  of  their  annual  excursion.  The 
party,  to  the  number  of  120,  drove  in  brakes  from  57  Upper 
Sackville  Street  to  Powerscourt  Waterfall.  After  dinner 
dancing  and  other  amusements  were  indulged  in. 

Castor  or  Olive  Oil. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Boyle  Guardians,  the  Local 
Government  Board  wrote  with  reference  to  an  entry  in  the 
minutes  relative  to  the  analyst's  report  on  drugs,  requesting  that 
the  Guardians  be  good  enough  to  ascertain  from  the  medical 
officer  what  drug  was  sent  by  him  for  the  first  item  in  the 
analyst's  certificate — olive  oil  or  castor  oil.  The  Clerk  said 
the  sample  was  labelled  castor  oil  instead  of  olive  oil. 

How  not  to  Send  out  Samples. 

At  the  Boyle  Board  of  Guardians  meeting,  a  circular 
letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  com- 
plaining that  their  instructions  with  regard  to  sampling 
drugs  tor  analysis  had  not  been  attended  to  by  many  Boards 
in  the  following  respects  :  (1)  The  samples  sent  were  in- 
sufficient in  number  and  quantity ;  (2)  they  were  not  fully 
labelled  with  the  correct  pharmacopceial  name  of  the  drug, 
name  of  dispensary,  and  date  of  receipt  from  contractor ; 
(3)  labels  were  transposed  on  samples  ;  (4)  samples  were  sent 
in  bottles  which  were  in  an  unclean  or  moist  condition  ;  (5) 
samples  were  not  sent  until  a  considerable  time  had  elapsed 
after  they  were  taken  in  stock ;  and  (6)  the  Board  also  found 
that  there  was  great  delay  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
analysts  in  completing  their  analyses  and  sending  in  their 
reports.  Mr.  O'Connor,  a  Guardian,  thought  the  attention  of 
Sir  Charles  Cameron  should  be  drawn  to  the  delay. 

A  Non-poisonous  Disinfectant. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Limerick  on  July  13  on  the  body 
of  Mr.  John  Mallen,  principal  of  a  Dublin  firm  of  disinfectant- 
manufacturers.  Evidence  showed  that  while  staying  at  an 
hotel  in  the  town  deceased  drank  a  fluid  containing  naph- 
thaline, which  he  occasionally  did,  one  witness  said,  to 
prove  it  was  non-poisonous.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
accidental  death. 


A  Happy  Family. 

The  Shooting  Times  says  at  Navan,  in  county  Meath,  there 
is  to  be  seen,  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  Timmon,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  playing  together,  a  vixen  fox,  a  hare,  and  a  badger. 
This,  however,  would  not  be  so  very  extraordinary  were  it 
not  that  an  Irish  terrier  and  a  greyhound,  with  a  cat,  are 
also  included  in  the  party.  The  dogs  play  with  the  hare 
and  badger,  and  the  former  will  chase  them  round  the 
garden,  whilst  the  badger,  who  has  made  himself  a  burrow, 
comes  out  at  meal-times,  and  demands  his  food  at  the 
kitchen-door  in  a  demonstrative  manner. 

A  Long-standing  Account. 

The  account  of  Mr.  P.  N.  White,  chemist,  Sligo,  against 
the  Castlerea  Board  of  Guardians  for  291.  Is.  lid.  has 
twice  formed  the  subject  of  a  Local  Government  Board 
inquiry,  and  at  length  the  matter  would  seem  to  be  set  at 
rest.  The  medicines  were  ordered  by  Dr.  Coen  for  one 
of  the  dispensaries  seven  years  ago  in  an  irregular  manner 
(says  the  Local  Government  Board  inspector),  and  he  has 
been  ordered  to  pay  the  sum,  less  52.  5s.,  the  latter  having 
relation  to  supplies  ordered  in  a  requisition  dated  May  26, 
1894.  Mr.  White  proved  he  sent  the  particulars  of  the 
account  to  the  Cleik  on  several  occasions  ;  but  that  official, 
it  appeared,  had  not  brought  the  matter  under  the  notice  of 
the  Guardians,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  further 
state  that  the  Clerk  should  be  called  upon  to  resign.  Dr. 
Coen  is  willing  to  pay  his  share,  and  a  special  meeting  is  to 
be  called  to  consider  the  matter  about  the  Clerk. 


jfrencb  IRews. 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Paris  Academy  of  Medicine. — The  faatcuil  at  this 
Academy  in  the  section  of  therapeutics,  formerly  occupied 
by  M.  Chatin,  ex-Director  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy, 
is  now  filled  by  M.  Bureau,  professor  of  botany  at  the  Paris 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  who  was  elected  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Academy.  He  is  the  author  of  a  number  of 
interesting  works  on  vegetable  anatomy  and  materia 
medica.    He  has  also  studied  the  subject  of  arrow-poisons. 

Olive  Oil  in  France. — In  the  town  of  Istres,  Depart- 
ment of  the  Bouches-du-Rhone,  the  olive  raisers  complained 
of  the  bad  market  for  their  olive-oil,  contending  that 
middlemen  so  adulterated  the  product  that  consumers  had 
acquired  a  distaste  for  the  pure  article.  Their  syndicate 
bought  a  co-operative  mill,  in  which  pure  olive  oil  is 
produced,  and  the  farmers  are  hoping  for  better  prices  for 
their  product,  notwithstanding  the  competition  of  the  olive - 
growers  of  Tunis. 

The  Council  op  Superior  Instruction.— M.  Guignard, 
the  well-known  botanist  and  Director  of  the  Paris  School  of 
Pharmacy,  was  last  Monday  elected  a  member  of  the 
Superior  Council  of  French  Public  Instruction,  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy.  He  received 
forty-seven  votes  out  of  a  possible  forty-eight.  M.  Guignard 
replaces  in  this  important  post  the  late  M.  Bleicher,  Director 
of  the  Nancy  School  of  Pharmacy,  whose  tragic  assassination 
was  recorded  a  few  weeks  ago. 

Defrauding  Pharmacists.  —  An  individual  named 
Nameche  was  arrested  last  Friday  by  the  Paris  police  for 
defrauding  pharmacists.  The  method  followed  by  the 
prisoner  was  to  call  at  a  pharmacy  and  order  various  articles 
that  could  be  sold  again,  giving  a  name  and  address  in  the 
neighbourhood.  He  then  went  to  the  house  indicated,  and 
waited  at  the  entrance  for  the  pharmacist's  porter  to  deliver 
the  articles  asked  for.  Nameche  usually  managed  to  get 
hold  of  them,  and  on  the  plea  of  getting  change  for  a  bank- 
note (which  he  showed)  in  order  to  pay,  "  went  round  the 
corner  to  a  shop  where  he  was  known,"  but  failed  to  return. 
He  tried  the  trick  once  too  often,  and  the  last  porter  he 
endeavoured  to  bamboozle  had  him  arrested. 

The  Institute  of  Applied  Chemistry. — The  distribu- 
tion of  prizes  to  the  successful  students  of  this  Institute 
took  place  on  Monday  morning,  July  15,  M.  Darboux  doyen 
of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences  occupying  the  chair.    Some  of 
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the  leading  members  of  both  houses  of  the  French  Parliament 
were  present.  M.  Henri  Moissan  as  director  of  the  institute 
spoke  of  the  progress  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 
He  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Paris  University  for  its 
liberality  in  assisting  to  fit  up  the  laboratories,  but  he 
mentioned  that  the  building  itself  is  in  a  rather  pitiful 
condition,  as  during  heavy  storms  the  rain  sometimes 
penetrates  into  the  laboratories  when  the  students  are 
obliged  to  wear  wooden  clogs  to  keep  their  feet  dry.  The 
ground,  too,  is  sinking  and  plays  havoc  with  the  gas  and 
water  pipes,  but  M.  Moissan  has  hopes  of  getting  a  new 
building  put  up.  M.  Expert  Bezancon,  senator,  also  spoke  and 
insisted  on  the  moral  qualities  of  the  chemist  who,  by  his 
honesty,  as  well  as  by  his  talent,  aids  in  the  success  of  great 
industrial  undertakings,  where  the  honour  of  good  work 
predominates  the  more  material  question  of  profits.  M. 
Darboux  concluded  the  series  of  speeches,  then  handed 
diplomas  of  "  Chemist  of  the  Faculty "  to  the  successful 
students. 

Monument  to  Chbvreul.— Fagel's  statue  of  Ohevreul 
was  unveiled  on  Thursday,  July  11,  in  the  Cour  d'Honneur  of 
the  Paris  Museum  of  Natural  History,  at  the  Jardin  des 
Plantes.  M.  Edmond  Perrier,  the  new  Director  of  the 
Museum,  presided,  and  there  were  present  delegates  of  the 
Paris  Academy  of  Sciences,  representatives  of  the  Minister 
of  Public  Instruction,  the  Municipal  Council,  the  Director  of 
the  Ecole  Polytechnique,  and  other  officials.  The  statue  has 
an  excellent  position,  as  the  photograph  shows,  and  it  is  a

good  likeness  of  the  celebrated  centenarian  chemist.  The 
base  of  the  statue  bears  inscriptions  recalling  the  principal 
events  in  Chevreul's  life ;  the  front  one  is  as  follows  : — 

Chevbeul  1786-1889. 

Professor  of  Organic  Chemistry  1830-1889. 
Director  of  the  Museum      ...  1863-1884. 

Contrast  of  Colours   1839-1884. 

Researches  on  Dyes   1834-1864. 

The  leading  part  of  the  ceremony  took  place  in  the  large 
amphitheatre  of  the  Museum,  which  was  decorated  for  the 
occasion.  The  principal  guests  were  Chevreul's  grand- 
children, an  d  the  audience  was  composed  to  a  large  extent 
of  leading  chemists.  M.  Edmond  Perrier,  in  opening  the 
proceedings,  explained  that  the  statue  had  originally  been 


intended  for  the  Conservatoire  des  Arts  and  Metiers,  but  it 
had  been  presented  to  the  Museum  on  the  proposal  of  M. 
Chand6ze.  M.  Perrier  traced  the  savant's  life  and  work, 
adding  that  on  two  critical  occasions,  in  1858  and  1870, 
Chevreul  helped  the  Museum  through  trying  crises.  "  His 
calmness  and  serenity  in  the  midst  of  tragic  events,  his 
disdain  of  death,  which  he  was  quietly  prepared  to  meet  in 
his  study,  gave  evidence  of  a  moral  courage  that  Plutarch 
would  have  praised."  M.  Arnaud,  Professor  of  Organic 
Chemistry,  and  M.  David,  Director  of  the  Dyeing  Depart- 
ment at  the  Gobelins  State  Tapestry  Manufactory,  also 
spoke.  The  audience  then  formed  into  a  cortige  to  witness 
the  formal  unveiling  of  the  statue.

GANJA  fob  the  Mysore  State. — The  Bangalore  cor- 
respondent of  the  Madras  Times  reports  that  the  Excise  Com- 
missioner at  Bangalore  has  requested  the  Government  to  move 
the  Resident  to  wire  to  the  Collector  of  Satara  to  send 
800  lbs.  of  Bengal  ganja  for  the  use  of  the  natives  of  the 
Mysore  State. 

"'  Native  Distillery. — It  is  reported  that  the  Kashmir 
Durbar  is  about  to  make  special  effort  to  place  wines  and 
spirits  manufactured  in  its  distillery  at  Gupkar,  near 
Srinagar,  on  the  Indian  market.  Brandy  distilled  from  the 
juice  of  apples  and  pears  by  the  State  distillery  is  reported 
to  be  wholesome  and  sound.  The  distillery  is  under  European 
supervision. 

Rontgen-rays  Instruction. — The  Ceylon  Government 
has  received  a  despatch  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies  intimating  that  the  Crown  Agents  have  accepted 
an  offer  from  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  to  place 
gratuitously  at  the  disposal  of  Colonial  medical  officers  on 
leave  of  absence  in  England  an  apparatus  for  the  practical 
working  of  the  Rontgen-rays  system,  j 

French  Soap  in  India. — The  Calcutta  correspondent  of 
Sell's  Commercial  Intelligence  reports  that  a  good  deal  of 
French  soap  is  being  put  on  the  market  in  India.  An  entirely 
new  brand  of  French  toilet  soap  is  being  largely  boomed  at 
present,  and  appears  to  be  meeting  with  a  ready  sale.  It  is 
not  a  cheap  soap  by  any  means,  and  sells  at  a  price  as  high 
as,  if  not  higher  than,  most  of  the  tip-top  British  soaps.  In 
outward  appearance  the  soap  does  not  appear  to  be  of  very 
superior  quality,  but  in  packing  and  general  get-up  it  is  the 
best  on  the  Calcutta  market,  according  to  S.C.I. 

The  E.I.  Sandalwood  Oil  Monopoly  "Off." — The  Mysore 
Durbar  have  informed  the  secretary  of  the  East  India  Asso- 
ciation (Limited),  London,  that  they  have  taken  note  of  the 
representations  of  the  Association,  and  the  fact  that  the 
proposed  "  Mysore  Oil  Distillery  "  has  not  been  duly  consti- 
tuted, and  that  no  factory  will  be  built,  nor  will  purchases- 
of  sandalwood  be  made  by  the  Association  in  connection 
with  the  agreement,  and  that  the  mutual  rights  and  obliga- 
tions of  both  parties  have  become  void.  The  Durbar  has 
informed  Mr.  W.  Krug,  of  Amsterdam,  with  reference  to  his 
letter,  dated  May  10,  1901,  that  the  monopoly  of  the  Mysore 
sandalwood,  as  asked  for,  cannot  be  granted. 

A  |  Batch  of  Poisonings. — From  Bengal  two  cases  of 
poisonings  are  reported.  A  Mrs.  Howard  died  in  the  Medical 
College  Hospital  from  laudanum-poisoning,  and  a  native, 
suffering  from  fever,  swallowed  a  large  dose  of  sulphuric 
acid,  which  he  was  told  was  a  cure  for  fever. — A  European 
living  in  Bombay,  Mr.  Ralph  Smith,  has  been  admitted  to 
St.  George's  Hospital  suffering  from  chlorodyne-poisoning, 
and  a  case  is  being  heard  in  the  courts  in  which  a 
Mohammedan  is  accused  of  poisoning  a  lad  of  16  by  ad- 
ministering arsenic  in  sugar. — Mr.  H.  S.  D'Orville,  Malay 
interpreter  of  the  police  court  at  Penang,  inadvertently 
administered  strychnine  in  place  of  santonine  to  two  of 
his  children,  aged  14  and  8  years  respectively — with  fatal 
results.

Notes  in  Anticipation  of  the  Meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  there  on 

July  29  to  August  i. 


SSUMING  that  visitors  to    Dublin  cross 
from  England  by  the  Holyhead  route,  the 
first  view  of  Ireland  will  be  Dublin  Bay. 
It  has  been  a  point  of  honour  with  all 
travellers  to  compare    Dublin  Bay 
with  the  Bay  of  Naples:   how  far 
they  coincide   the  writer  does  not 
know,    but    there   is   no  Vesuvius 
in  Ireland  to  give  the  impressionist, 
effect :  that  is  supplied  by  the  blue 
haze    of    the   Irish    coast.  Lady 
Duffeiin's  impressions  are  conveyed 

in  these  lines  : — 

O  Bay  of  Dublin !  my  heart  you're  troublin' ; 
Your  beauty  haunts  me  like  a  fever  dream. 

Jocelinus  in  his  life  of  St.  Patrick  describes  the  saint  a^ 
looking  on  the  site  of  Dublin  from  one  of  the  Dublin  moun- 
tains, and  uttering  the  following  prophecy :  "  That  small 
village  shall  hereafter  be  an  eminent  city;  it  shall  increase 
in  riches  and  dignities  until  at  length  it  shall  be  lifted  up 
unto  the  throne  of  the  kingdom."  The  prophecy  is 
sufficiently  picturesque  to  be  untrue,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  Dublin  has  now  grown  to  be  a  city  of  a  quarter  of  a 
million  inhabitants. 

The  passage  across  St.  George's  Channel  occupies  about 
three  hours,  and  it  should  be  remembered  that  Irish  time 
is  twenty-six  minutes  later  than  Greenwich  time,  and  one  s 
watch  has  to  be  put  back  accordingly.  Howth  Hill  is  the 
name  of  the  northern  extremity  of  Dublin  Bay,  whilst 
Killiney  Hill  and  Bray  Head  form  the  southern  horn. 
Dalkey,  which  is  to  be  visited  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  30, 
lies  between  Bray  Head  and  Kingstown,  the  port  of  arrival. 
The  obelisk  erected  to  denote  (as  Thackeray  puts  it)  the 
departure  of  George  IV.  from  Ireland,  can  be  seen  from  the 
pier.  The  name  of  the  town  was  changed  to  commemorate 
the  Eoyal  visit.  There  is  a  wharf  reserved  for  Royal  visitors, 
and  it  was  here  that  Queen  Victoria  arrived  in  1900  on  her 
historic  visit  to  Ireland.  A  railway  journey  of  seven  miles 
takes  the  visitor  to  Westland  Row  Station  in  Dublin,  whence 


Green  up  to  1880  was  a  piece  of  waste  ground,  the  haunt  of 
snipe  and  bad  characters,  but  in  that  year  Lord  Ardilaun 
spent  20  000Z.  in  converting  it  into  a  park.  It  is  a  delight- 
ful spot  for  a  ramble  before  breakfast.  The  building  with 
the  Doric  front  on  the  west  side  of  the  Green  is  the  house  of

a  few  minutes  on  an  "  outside  "  car  suffices  for  any  of  the 
Conference  hotels,  which  are  all  situated  within  a  small 
radius  of  each  other.  The  headquarters  of  the  Conference 
are  at  the  Shelbourne  Hotel  in  St.  Stephen's  Green.  This

the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  in  which  years  ago|  there 
was  a  public  dissecting-room,  where  the  bodiesof  malefactors 
were  cut  up,  the  operation  occupying  about  a  week.  KU- 
dare  Street,  leading  out  of  St.  Stephen's  Green  by  the  side  ot 
the  Shelbourne,  contains  the  buildings  of  the  Science  and 
Art  Museum  and  Leinster  House,  where  the  sessions  ot  the 
Conference  are  to  take  place.    The  reception  on  the  Monday 
evening  is  to  be  in  the  Museum,  the  circular  building  on 
the  right.    The  corresponding  building  on  the  other  side  is 
the  National  Library,  whilst  the  connection  between  the  two 
is  formed  by  Leinster  House.    There  is  a  little  halfpenny 
guide  to  the  Museum  which  is  of  service  to  visitors,  but 
hardly  necessary  for  the  reception-night.    The  Irish  an- 
tiquities in  the  Museum  are  of  exceptional  interest  ana 
include  the  shrine  of  St.  Patrick's  tooth,  the  cross  of  Cong, 
the  Tara  brooch,  and  some  old  Irish  harps.    The  fine  statue 
which  is  in  the  central  hall  is  to  the  memory  of  Lieutenant 
Hamilton,  who  was  killed  at  the  defence  of  the  British  Em- 
bassy at  Cabul  in  1879.     The  lecture-theatre,  where  the 
sessions  of  the  Conference  will  be  held,  is  in  the  corner 
between  the  Museum  and  Leinster  House,  and  is,  perhaps 
the  most  perfect  place  for  the  purpose  the  Conference  has 
ever  had.    The  stalls  are  comfortable  and  placed  on  rising 
ground,  so  that  all  may  see  the  stage,  and  in  the  gallery  are 
an  organ  and  optical  lantern.  rinMin 
Leinster  House  has  been  the  home  of  the  Royal  Dublin 
Society  since  1815.    The  Society,  which  was  founded  in 
1731,  is  the  first  society  ever  formed  for  the  improvement  ot 
agriculture.    The  scope  of  the  Society  has  increased  i since 
then,  but  the  Horse  Show,  which  is  held  in  August  in  the 
show-grounds  at  Balls  Bridge,  is  still  the  facial  event  ot  the 
year  in  Dublin.    The  Glasnevin  Botanical^ Gardens .were ,lud 
out  by  *,he  Royal  Dublin  Society  in  1793,  and  the  hortus 
media*  then  planned  is  to  this  day  an  important  section  ot 
the  Gardens      William   Higgins,  Society's  chemist 

in  1795,  was  formerly  with  the  Apothecaries  Ha  of  lrelana 
He  was  a  remarkable  man,  and  his  law  of  multiple  propor 
tion  undoubtedly  led  the  way  to  Dalton's  ^covery^the 
.  atomic  theory.  Dr.  Samuel  Madden  and  Mr.  Will  arc Maple 
two  of  the7  founders  of  the  Society,  are  interestmg 
personalities  to  pharmacists.  Maple  was  a  chemist,  ana 
lived  in  Fishamble  Street.  Parliament  F^£*Jg% 
as  an  encouragement  to  proceed  with  a  process  he  devised 
for  tanning  without  bark.  The  proposal  was  *0«^«« 
tilla  erecta '(septfoil)  for  tanning.    Maple  was  Secretary  ana 


so 
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Registrar  o£  the  Society  till  1762.  The  present  occupant  of 
that  position,  Mr.  R  J.  Moss,  F.I.C.,  F.O.S.,  is  well  known 
to  the  readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  as  the 
conductor  of  the  Students'  Corner  for  thirty  years.  Leinster 
House  was  formerly  the  town  house  of  the  Duke  of  Leinster, 
and  his  son,  Lord  Edward  Fitzgerald  (one  of  seventeen),  the 
patriot,  lived  in  it  in  1798,  and  one  day  when  he  was  enter- 
ing the  house  he  was  told  that  soldiers  were  inside  waiting 
to  arrest  him.  He  made  his  escape,  but  was  arrested  a  short 
time  afterwards  at  151  Thomas  Street,  a  house  now  marked 
by  a  tablet.    The  arrest  was  only  effected  after  a  desperate

struggle  in  which  Lord  Edward  was  mortally  wounded,  after 
killing  Ryan,  one  of  the  three  persons  who  were  sent  to 
capture  him.  Fitzgerald  is  buried  under  the  chancel  of  St. 
Werburgh's  church  (near  Christ  Church  Cathedral).  His 
captor,  Major  Sirr,  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  forty-three 
years  after.  From  the  lawn  at  the  back  of  Leinster  House 
the  first  balloon  ascent  made  in  Ireland  took  place  in  1785. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  in  Kildare  Street,  can  be 
recognised  by  the  pillars  in  front.  It  was  here  that  the 
Conference  met  in  1878,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,  in  the  early  years  of  its  existence,  was  housed  in 
the  College.  The  back  of  Leinster  House  abuts  on  Merrion 
Square,  the  Harley  Street  of  Dublin.  About  fifty  medical 
men  live  in  the  square.  On  the  north  side,  a  continuation 
of  Clare  Street,  where  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard,  the  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Local  Committee,  lives,  is  the  house  of  Sir  Christopher 
Nixon,  in  which  formerly  lived  Sir  Dominic  Corrigan,  M.D., 
the  first  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 
There  is  a  statue  of  Sir  Dominic  in  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians.  Further  on  is  the  house  in  which  lived  Sir  Wm. 
Stokes,  who  died  in  South  Africa  recently.  His  father,  Sir 
Wm.  Stokes,  known  to  pharmacists  as  the  originator  of 
Stokes's  liriiment,  took  his  diploma  in  Edinburgh  in  1825,  at 
the  same  time  as  Sir  Dominic  Corrigan.  Dr.  Walter  G. 
Smith,  at  No.  25,  is  the  son  of  Dr.  Aquilla  Smith,  one  of  the 
first  Councillors  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  is  curious 
that  his  name  was  spelled  "  Smyth"  in  the  Act.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  and  first  Vice- 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  acting  in  that 
capacity  for  eight  years.  Dr.  W.  G.  Smith  was  an  examiner 
in  botany  and  materia  medica  to  the  Society,  and  is  a  writer 
on  pharmaceutical  and  therapeutical  subjects.  A  pear-tree 
on  the  front  of  No.  14  is  famous,  and  marks  the  house  where 
Sir  Philip  Crampton,  "a  brilliant  man  in  every  way,"  lived. 
He  was  Surgeon-General  of  the  Forces  in  Ireland.  It  is  said 
that  he  was  the  first  medical  man  to  live  in  Merrion  Square, 
and  that  when  he  went  there  in  1813  the  inhabitants  feared 
for  the  selectness  of  the  square.  Lower  Mount  Street,  where 
the  Poarmaoeutical  Society's  house  is  situated,  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  north  side  of  the  square. 

During  the  Sessions  op  the  Conference 
On  Tuesday  morning  the  ladies  are  to  visit  the  Bank  of 
Ireland.    The  Ladies'  Committee  will  conduct  the  visitors  in 


small  parties  up  Gratton  Street  (the  shops  in  which  are 
equal  to  any  in  Regent  Street,  London)  to  College  Green, 
where  the  Bank  is.  Grattan's  statue,  on  College  Green,  faces 
Trinity  College,  and  further  up  is  the  equestrian  statue  of 
William  III.  This  statue  is  not  noted  for  its  beauty,  but 
rather  for  the  rows  it  has  been  the  centre  of.  Once  an 
attempt  was  made  to  file  off  William's  head  ;  another  time 
the  statue  was  tarred ;  and  as  late  as  1836  it  was  blown 
from  its  pedestal  with  fulminating  silver.  The  Bank  of 
Ireland  is  the  building  in  which  the  Irish  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment met  up  to  the  Union.  On  the  exterior  it  will  be  noticed 
that  the  Ionic  columns  give  way  to  columns 
of  ihe  Corinthian  order,  the  latter  marking 
the  entrance  to  the  House  of  Lords.  The 
Bill  to  bring  about  the  Union  was  first 
debated  on  January  22,  1799,  and  the  mea- 
sure passed  at  10  p.m.  on  Saturday,  June  7, 
1800.  The  Speaker  (John  Foster)  was  an 
enemy  of  the  measure,  and  headed  its 
opponents.  Barrington  thus  describes  the 
scene  at  the  last  vote  on  the  Union  : —    .  j 

It  was,  however,  through  his  [Foster's]  voice 
that  it  [the  Union]  was  to  be  proclaimed  and 
consummated.  Lord  Castlereagh  moved  the 
third  reading  of  the  Bill  for  a  "  Legislative 
Union  between  Great  Britain  and  Ireland." 
The  Speaker  rose  slowly  from  that  chair  which 
had  been  the  proved  source  of  his  honours  and 
o  f  his  high  character ;  for  a  moment  he  resumed 
his  seat,  but  the  strength  of  his  mind  sus- 
tained him  in  his  duty,  though  his  struggle 
was  apparent.  With  that  dignity  which  never 
failed  to  signalise  his  official  actions  he  held  up 
the  Bill  for  a  moment  in  silence ;  he  looked 
steadily  around  him  on  the  last  agony  of  the 
expiring  Parliament.  He  at  length  repeated 
in  an  emphatic  tone,  "  As  many  as  are  of 
opinion  that  this  Bill  do  pass  say  'Aye.'" 
The  affirmative  was  languid,  but  indisputable.  Another  momen- 
tary pause  ensued — again  his  lips  seemed  to  decline  their  office  ; 
at  length,  with  an  eye  averted  from  the  object  which  he  hated,  he 
proclaimed  with  a  subdued  voice, "  The  '  Ayes '  have  it.  The  fatal 
sentence  was  now  pronounced — for  an  instant  he  stood  statue-like, 
then,  indignantly  and  with  disgust,  flung  the  Bill  upon  the  table 
and  sank  into  his  chair  with  an  exhausted  spirit. 

It  was  at  first  proposed  to  add  the  vacated  Parliament 
buildings  to  Trinity  College  as  lecture-rooms,  and  to  con 
struct  a  tunnel  to  avoid  "  Town  and  Gown  "  rows ;  but  the 
Bank  of  Ireland  bought  the  premises  in  1802  for  40.000Z. 


The  Mansion  House, 

and  a  ground-rent  of  240Z.  a  year.  The  House  of  Lords 
remains  in  nearly  the  same  state  as  it  was  in  1800.  The 
chandelier,  afterwards  transferred  to  the  examination-hall 
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of  Trinity  College,  was  only  once  lit  up — on  the  occasion  of 
the  passing  of  the  Act  of  Union.  The  Speaker's  chair  is  in 
the  board-room  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society. 

The  Conference  luncheons  are  to  be  held,  by  invitation  of 
the  Lord  Mayor  (Mr.  T.  M.  Harrington,  B.L.,  M.P.),  in  the 
Round  Room  of  the  Mansion  House,  in  Dawson  Street.  The 
Mansion  House  is  only  a  stone's  throw  from  Leinster  House, 
and  is  the  official  residence  of  the  Lord  Mayor.  It  may  be 
remembered  as  the  scene  of  the  disturbances  a  short  time 
back,  when  the  Irish  flag  was  pulled  down,  objection  being 
taken  to  its  substitution  for  the  Union  Jack.  The  Oak  Room, 
which  forms  the  ante-room  to  the  Round  Room,  is  panelled 
with  Irish  oak,  and  among  the  pictures  will  be  noticed  a 
a  portrait  of  the  last  Speaker  of  the  Irish  Parliament.  The 
Round  Room  has  a  dining  capacity  of  over  600.  On  the 
walls  will  be  found  portraits  and  coats-of-arms  of  the  Lord 
Mayors  of  Dublin.  The  arms  of  Sir  Thos.  Pile,  the  last  Lord 
Mayor,  are  over  the  entrance,  and  there  seems,  under  the 
present  arrangement,  just  room  for  another.  The  Mansion 
House  is  characterised  by  a  profusion  of  flowers  both  inside 
and  out. 

The  corner  of  Dawson  Street  nearest  Trinity  College, 
where  building-operations  are  proceeding,  is  the  site  of 
Morrison's  hotel,  mentioned  in  "  Harry  Lorrequer,"  and  it 
was  here  that  Mr.  Parnell  was  arrested.  The  Royal  Irish 
Academy,  founded  by  Dr.  Robert  Perceval,  a  distinguished 
physician  and  chemist,  is  in  the  same  street.  Dr.  Perceval 
was  the  first  to  introduce,  in  1785,  the  new  system  of 
chemistry  into  Ireland,  which  he  did  by  founding1  the 
"  Palseosophers,"  the  predecessor  of  the  Irish  Academy. 

The  Ladies'  Afternoon  on  Tuesday 

will  be  devoted  to  the  two  cathedrals  of  Dublin.  St. 
Patrick's  Cathedral  was  built  in  1190  on  the  site  of |  the 
church  said  to  have  been  founded  by  St.  Patrick.  Dean 
Swift  was  dean  of  this  cathedral,  and  is  buried  here,  as  is 
also  the  famous  "  Stella."  The  epitaphs  are  by  Swift 
himself.  The  largest  monument  is  one  near  the  south- 
west entrance,  to  the  memory  of  Richard  Boyle  (Earl  of 
Cork),  his  wife,  and  their  sixteen  children.  One  of  the 
children  was  Robert  Boyle,  "the  father  of  chemistry  and 
the  son  of  the  Earl  of  Cork."  Christ  Church  Cathedral  is  a 
short  distance  from  St.  Patrick's,  the  quarter  being  the 
oldest  in  Dublin.  The  connecting  streets — Bride  Street  and 
St.  Werburgh's  Street — are  the  scene  of  a  clearance  of  several 
acres  whereon  Lord  Iveagh  is  erecting  artisan-dwellings  and 
laying  out  a  public  park.  Dean  Swift's  birthplace  was  at 
Hoey's  Court,  in  Bride  Street.  Lord  Iveagh's  father,  Sir 
Benjamin  Guinness,  restored  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral  at  a 
cost  of  160,0002.  Christ  Church  Cathedral  was  restored  by 
Mr.  Roe,  a  Dublin  distiller,  and  cost  nearly  250,0002.  The 
restorations,  necessary  as  they  were,  are  apt  to  create  a  feel- 
ing of  disappointment,  as  much  of  the  romance  of  old 
cathedrals  is  obliterated  by  the  aspect  of  newness.  In 
Christ  Church  there  is  a  figure  said  to  be  that  of  Strongbow, 
who  went  to  Ireland  with  Henry  II.  The  ruins  of  the  old 
priory  are  seen  in  the  Cathedral  gardens.  Visitors  in  Dublin 
on  Sunday  should  know  that  the  afternoon  services  (St. 
Patrick's  3.15  p.m  ,  Christ  Church  4  p.m.)  are  noted  for  their 
fine  music.  Either  coming  or  going  the  ladies  will  pass  the 
entrance  to  Dublin  Castle,  the  seat  of  Irish  government.  It 
was  on  the  Bedford  Tower  that  the  Imperial  United 
Standard  was  first  displayed  on  January  1,  1801,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  Act  of  Legislative  Union  becoming  an  opera- 
tive law.  The  public  are  admitted  to  the  Chapel  Royal  and 
St.  Patrick's  Hall. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  members  of  the  Conference  and 
their  friends  are  to  journey  to  Dalkey  by  electric  trams. 
The  tram-system  in  Dublin  is  very  complete,  and  with  the 
knowledge  that  all  trams  lead  to  Nelson's  Pillar  a  stranger 
need  never  be  at  sea,  especially  as  the  hands  on  the  trams 
point  out  the  direction  the  tram  is  going.  The  special  trams 
for  the  Dalkey  trip  will  be  drawn  up  at  the  back  of  Leinster 
House,  and  the  journey,  which  occupies  about  an  hour,  is 
for  part  of  the  way  by  the  sea- shore.  The  nine-mile  route 
lies  through  Ball's  Bridge  (where  will  be  seen  the  new  Veteri- 
nary College  of  Ireland  and  the  extensive  horse-show 
grounds  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society),  Donnybrook,  Merrion, 
Blackrock,  Monkstown,  and  Kingstown.  At  the  junction  of 
the  roads  at  Monkstown  will  be  noticed  a  signpost  in  Erse, 


with  the  English  equivalent  underneath.  The  Gaelic  League 
is  responsible  for  a  revival  of  the  Irish  language,  its  influence 
being  seen  in  the  names  on  some  of  the  shop-fronts  in 
Dublin.  It  is  proposed  to  name  the  streets  in  Dublin  in 
Irish.  Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  is  in  business  at  Dalkey,  and  is  to  conduct  the  Con- 
ference party  to  tea  in  Sorrento  Grounds,  which  have  been 
lent  for  the  use  of  the  Conference  by  Mr.  T.  C.  Oeerend 
(the  Recorder  of  Derry).  They  go  down  to  the  water's 
edge,  and  are  laid  out  mi  naturel.  Dalkey  Island  is 
separated  from  the  mainland  by  a  strip  of  water,  which 
looks  as  if  one  could  jump  it,  but  it  is  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  wide  and  very  deep.  The  island  is  composed  of  granite

rocks,  and  has  on  it  a  Martello  tower  and  the  ruins  of  an 
oratory.  It  was  formerly  the  resort  of  a  convivial  society, 
which  elevated  the  island  to  the  dignity  of  an  independent 
kingdom,  and  every  year  elected  the  most  popular  inhabi- 
tant as  king,  with  other  officers  of  state.  The  last  corona- 
tion was  in  1797,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  if  a  coronation 
were  to  take  place  in  1901  the  genial  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
President  would  be  chosen  by  popular  consent.  A  band  is 
to  play  in  Sorrento  Park,  just  above  Sorrento  Grounds,  in  the 
evening  of  the  Conference  visit.  There  are  several  interest- 
ing ruins  of  churches  and  castles  at  Dalkey,  and  the  view  of 
Bray,  Killiney  Hill,  and  the  Sugar-loaf  Mountains  from  the 
park  is  magnificent. 

On  Wednesday 

the  ladies  are  to  visit,  in  the  morning,  Guinness's  brewery, 
which  covers  many  acres  of  ground  on  the  banks  of  the 
Liffey.  In  the  afternoon  Trinity  College  is  to  be  visited. 
The  College  faces  College  Green,  and  within  its  railings  are 
statues  of  two  distinguished  alumni — Goldsmith  and  Burke. 
The  quadrangle  is  known  as  Parliament  Square,  and  in  it 
stands  a  bell  tower,  the  Campanile.  On  the  left  hand  are  the 
College  chapel  and  dining-ball,  and  on  the  right  is  the 
examination-hall  and  library.  The  library  is,  perhaps,  the 
most  interesting  part  to  the  visitor.  It  is  one  of  the  five 
libraries  which  have  the  right  to  a  copy  of  every  book 
published  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  exhibits  in  the 
library  include  the  reputed  harp  of  Brian  Boru,  the  Book  of 
Kells,  an  illuminated  copy  of  the  four  Gospels,  and  the  Book 
of  Durrow.  The  roll  of  the  Irish  Parliament  hangs  on  the 
wall,  Grattan's  signature  being  last  but  one.  The  chair  of 
chemistry  of  Trinity  College  has  been  held  since  1875  by 
Professor  Emerson  Reynolds,  F.R.S.,  who  is  at  present  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chemical  Society  (London).  Dr.  Reynolds  dis- 
covered sulphurea  in  1870.  and  his  name  figures  in  the 
Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  as  one  of  the  first  members 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

For  Wednesday  evening,  after  the  Conference  and  a  cup  of 
tea,  a  drive  round  the  city  and  Phoenix  Park  has  been 
arranged.  The  Royal  Hospital,  which  is  passed  on  the  way, 
is  like  the  Chelsea  establishment  for  disabled  soldiers. 
Kilmainham  Gaol  was  the  abode  of  suspects  under  the 
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Coercion  Act  of  1881.  The  Phoenix  Park  is  one  of  the 
largest  public  parks  in  Europe,  and  is  seven  miles  in  circum- 
ference. Its  name  is  said  to  be  a  corruption  of  the  Irish 
fionn-uisage  (a  spring  of  running  water).  The  Earl  of 
Chesterfield,  of  letters  fame,  appears  not  to  have  known 
that,  for  when  he  laid  the  park  out,  in  1747,  he  erected  a 
pillar,  surmounted  by  a  phoenix.  The  Furry  Glen,  through 
which  visitors  will  drive,  is  the  prettiest  part  of  the  park. 
Shortly  after  getting  through  it  the  Phoenix  pillar  is  reached, 
on  either  side  of  which  are  the  residences  of  the  Chief 
Secretary  and  Under-Secretary  for  Ireland.  Further  on  is 
the  Viceregal  Lodge,  the  official  residence  of  the  Lord- 
Lieutenant.  Just  opposite  the  opening  in  the  shrubbery  is 
the  spot  where  Lord  Frederick  Cavendish  and  Mr.  Burke 
were  murdered  by  the  "  Invincibles  "  in  1882.  The  places 
are  marked  by  crosses  scratched  on  the  path,  the  one  nearer 
the  road  being  the  place  where  Lord  Frederick  fell.  The 
window  of  the  Viceregal  Lodge,  from  which  Earl  Spencer 
saw  the  scuffle,  can  be  plainly  seen  from  the  spot.  Polo  is 
a  favourite  game  in  Phoenix  Park,  and  English  visitors 
need  not  be  surprised  if  they  see  football  being  played,  as 
cricket  is  not  so  much  in  evidence  as  in  the  London  parks. 
The  Wellington  Memorial  is  a  conspicuous  object  in  the 
landscape,  and  the  Zoological  Gardens,  where  Mr.  S.  P. 


Ulendalough 


Boyd  is  to  entertain  visitors  to  the  Conference  on  Friday 
afternoon,  August  2,  will  be  noticed,  as  well  as  the 
barracks  of  the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary.  The  return 
route  will  be  along  the  North  Circular  Road,  past  the 
Mater  Misericordia  Hospital  to  Sackville  Street,  which  has  at 
its  north  end  the  Rotunda  Hospital,  and  at  the  other  end 
the  O'Connell  statue.  The  O'Connell  or  Carlisle  bridge  over 
the  Liffey  is  broader  than  it  is  long,  and  from  it  an  excel- 
lent view  of  Sackville  Street  is  obtained.  The  Post  Office 
is  the  large  building  on  the  left  of  Nelson's  Pillar.  Looking 
over  O'Connell  Bridge,  on  the  right  (when  facing  the  statue) 
is  the  Customs  House,  on  the  left  are  the  Four  Courts.  The 
old  law  courts  were  near  Christchurch  Cathedral,  and  one 
of  the  last  trials  held  in  them  was  on  a  prisoner  named 
Jackson,  charged  with  sedition,  who  took  an  antimony  pre- 
paration before  going  into  court,  and  died  in  the  dock  during 
his  trial.  Mr.  Kinsley,  an  apothecary,  who  was  giving 
evidence  when  Jackson  sank  in  the  dock,  went  to  him,  and 
announced  to  the  Court  that  the  prisoner  was  dead.  The 
concerts  at  the  Shelbourne  Hotel  fill  up  the  programme  for 
Wednesday,  and  have  already  been  alluded  to  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist. 

The  All-day  Excursion 
arranged  for  Thursday  is  to  start  from  Harcourt  Street 
station  at  9  o'clock.  The  station  is  not  far  from  the  south 
side  of  St.  Stephen's  Green,  Harcourt  Street  leading  out 
from  the  Green.  The  train  takes  the  passengers  through 
Bray  and  Wicklow  for  Rathnew  station,  the  nearest  point 
for  Glendalough.    Carriages  will  be  waiting  for  a  drive  to 


the  Devil's  Glen,  and  thence  to  Glendalough,  where  luncheon 
and  tea  are  to  be  served  in  a  marquee  in  the  Royal  Hotel 
grounds.  The  round  tower  marks  the  centre  of  a  monastic 
establishment  which  flourished  not  later  than  the  sixth 
century.  The  loneliness  of  the  valley  is  now  somewhat 
modified  by  the  arrangements  necessary  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  tourists,  but  still  "  the  long-continuous  shadow  of 
the  lofty  and  slender  round-tower  moves  slowly  from  morn 
till  eve  over  wasted  churches,  crumbling  oratories,  shattered 
crosses,  scathed  yew-trees,  and  tombs,  now  undistinguish- 
able,  of  bishops,  abbots,  and  anchorites."  The  name  Glen- 
dalough signifies  the  valley  of  the  two  lakes,  which  lakes 
should  be  visited  between  luncheon  and  tea.  The  mystery 
of  the  origin  and  uses  of  the  round-towers  of  Ireland  has 
not  yet  been  wholly  cleared  up.  There  are  still  left  118  in 
Ireland,  and  as  it  is  recorded  in  the  Ulster  Annals  (A.d.  448)- 
that  fifty-seven  were  destroyed  in  that  year  by  an  earthquake 
they  cannot  be  of  later  date.  Dr.  Petrie  and  Henry  O'Brien 
have  specially  investigated  the  subject,  the  latter  coming  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  towers  were  built  in  pagan  times. 
Theories  as  to  their  uses  will  give  visitors  room  for  specu- 
lation ;  the  following  are  some  of  them : — (1)  Bell-towers, 
(2)  watch-towers,  (3)  beacons,  (4)  strongholds  for  ecclesi- 
astical valuables,  (5)  gnomons  or  astronomical  observatories, 

(6)  anchorite  towers  or  Stylite  columns, 

(7)  penitential  prisons,  (8)  memorial 
towers,  (9)  dungeons,  (10)  fire-temples, 
(11)  places  from  which  to  proclaim  Druidi- 
cal  festivals,  (12)  Buddhist  emblems.  It- 
will  be  noticed  that  the  entrances  to  the 
towers  are  always  several  feet  from  the 
ground.  The  legend  of  St.  Kevin  tells 
how  the  saint  fled  to  Glendalough  because 
he  was  loved  by  a  beautiful  maiden,  who, 
however,  followed  him  there,  and  was 
ungallantly  thrown  in  the  lake  by  the 
holy  man. 

The  excursionists  will  drive  back  vid 
the  Vale  of  Clara  to  Rathdium  station, 
and  thence  by  special  trains  to  Dublin. 
Friday  can  be  devoted  to  visiting  such 
places  as  the  Hill  of  Howth  (reached  by 
train,  car,  or  electric  tram)  and  the 
Glasnevin  Botanical  Gardens  and  cemetery. 
Howth  Hill  is  particularly  rich  botanically, 
the  cold  and  warm  sides  of  the  hill 
yielding  entirely  different  flora.  In 
Glasnevin  Cemetery  there  is  a  round- 
tower  monument  to  Daniel  O'Connell, 
and  Mr.  Parnell  is  buried  thither,  although 
no  tomb  marks  the  spot.  Tom  Moore's- 
birthplace  might  also  be  visited  on  the  Friday.  It  is 
12  Aungier  Street,  now  a  grocer's  shop.  A  gilt  bust  of  the 
poet  is  set  into  the  wall  of  the  house.  Michael  W.  Balfe, 
the  composer  0f  the  "  Bohemian  Girl,"  was  born  at  10  Pitt 
Street.  The  afternoon  of  Friday  should  be  reserved  for 
the  garden-party  in  the  Zoological  Gardens,  although  those 
visitors  who  intend  going  to  Killarney  for  the  week-end 
will  have  to  forego  that  pleasant  function. 

■By  this  time  the  significance  of  the  designation  "  Emerald 
Isle'  will  be  obvious  in  the  beautiful  green  of  the  grass  in 
Ireland.  The  greenness  is  a  consequence  of  the  prevalence- 
of  mountain  mists  which  keep  the  grass  moist.  The  lines  of 
Campbe    in  "  The  Exile  of  Erin  "  will  also  be  recalled  :— 

One  djirg  wish  my  boscm  csn  draw, 

Erin  !  an  exile  bequeaths  thee  his  blessing, 
Land  of  my  forefathers,  Erin-go-bragh ! 

On  the  next  page'we'give  a  facsimile  of  a  map  of  Dublin 
which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Local  Committee,  and  which 
will  enable  the  reader  to  follow  the  peregrinations  just 
described.  The  Local  Committee  are  also  sending  out  with 
the  books  of  tickets  a  nicely  produced  guide,  which  gives- 
useful  notes  about  other  tourist  resorts  within  easy  distance 
of  Dublin,  so  that  those  who  elect  to  lengthen  their  stay  in 
Ireland  need  not  long  suffer  from  "  sweet  do-nothingness." 
We  would  also  remind  visitors  to  the  Conference  that  it  is 
necessary  that  all  applications  for  books  of  tickets  should  be 
received  by  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard,  M.P.S.I.,  the  honorary  local 
Secretary  to  the  Conference,  26  Clare  Street,  Dublin,  within 
the  next  few  days. 
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A  Country  Drive. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  the  employes  of 
Messrs.  Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co.,  of  Birmingham  and  Oldbury, 
had  their  annual  outing  on  July  12.

Plymouth  and  Distrigt  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  W.  W.  H.  Woods  (President)  occupied  the  chair  at  the 
quarterly  meeting  of  this  Association  on  July  10,  and  among 
those  present  were  Messrs.  G.  Breeze,  E.  D.  Doble,  E.  W.  H. 
Green,  P.  L.  Breeze,  J.  Davy  Turney,  W.  Condy  Wren,  J. 
Barge,  E.  A.  Hodge,  and  J.  Cocks  (Hon.  Secretary). 

Messrs.  F.  Maitland,  C.  J.  Park,  F.  W.  Hunt,  and  J.  Barge, 
•were  appointed  delegates  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  and  to  represent  the  Association  at  the  Federa- 
tion of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 

The  Treasurer  was  requested  to  pay  three  bonds  which 
were  balloted  for. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barge, 
a  vote  of  condolence  with  Mr.  C.  T.  Weary,  on  the  death  of 
bis  sister,  was  passed. 

Mr.  Cocks  commented  upon  the  lack  of  interest  in  the 
Association  on  the  part  of  junior  members.  He  hoped  that 
at  the  approaching  election  of  officers  the  juniors  would 
show  more  practical  interest,  and  that  some  of  them  would 
be  willing  to  serve  on  the  Executive. 

Some  discussion  followed,  and  Mr.  Breeze  pointed  out  that 
the  position  of  the  Association  was  as  good  as  that  of  any  other 
provincial  association,  both  numerically  and  financially.  The 
matter  will  be  brought  up  at  the  next  committee  meeting  in 
the  hope  of  devising  some  means  to  induce  junior  members 
to  evince  more  interest  in  the  Association. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Hodge,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Association, 
who  has  just  returned  from  South  Africa,  gave  a  most 
interesting  chat  on 

PHARMACY  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

He  also  regretted  the  absence  of  juniors,  as  he  would  have 
preferred  to  speak  rather  as  to  how  an  assistant  found  life  in 
South  Africa  than  as  a  business  man.  A  lecture  which  Mr. 
R.  D.  Doble  delivered  five  or  six  years  ago  had  much  to  do 
with  his  decision  to  try  life  in  South  Africa.  He  went  out 
in  the  Tantallon  Castle,  which  had  been  called  the  "  chemists' 
ship,"  because  so  many  chemists  went  out  in  her.  At  King 
Williamstown,  where  he  started  as  an  assistant,  business  was 
very  much  the  same  as  at  home,  for  although  life  was  more 
free  and  easy,  hours  were  very  simUar,  commencing  at  7  A.M. 
and  continuing  till  8  p.m.  The  monotony  was  relieved  by 
the  assistants  leaving  at  6  every  other  evening.  Of  recreation 
there  was  plenty — riding,  tennis,  and  cricket,  for  in  pastimes 
the  colonies  did  not  differ  greatly  from  home.  The  cost  of 
living  for  a  young  fellow  varied  in  different  parts  of  the 
colony.  In  Cape  Colony  it  was  from  51.  to  67.  a  month, 
while  in  the  Transvaal  it  ran  up  to  12Z.  to  151 ,  and  in  the 
Orange  River  Colony  it  was  between  the  two.  The  assistant 
obtained  a  good  salary,  but  the  cost  of  living  enabled  him  to 
dispose  of  it  just  as  quickly  as  in  England.  Most  of  his  (the 
speaker's)  experience  was  obtained  while  in  charge  of  a 
branch  business  at  East  London,  started  by  Mr.  Doble,  of 
King  Williamstown.  The  style  of  business  there  was  for 
the  most  part  a  combination  of  wholesale  and  retail.  The 
importation  of  drugs  was  a  great  feature,  and  commonsense 
had  to  be  exercised  in  buying  in  the  cheapest  market  and 
selling  in  the  dearest,  which  was,  of  course,  a  fundamental 
principle  of  all  business.  Of  most  of  the  drugs  sold  in 
South  Africa  there  was  very  little  sale  at  home.  A  large 
number  of  Dutch  and  Kaffirs  were  among  the  customers, 
and  these  were  large  purchasers  of  duevel's  dock  (asafetida), 
which  was  imported  by  the  hundredweight  or  ton.  Doepe 
(benzone)  also  had  a  considerable  sale  in  the  neighbourhood, 
while  asafetida  was  commonly  used  as  an  antidote  to  fits,  to 
which  Dutch  and  Kaffir  children  were  subject.  Of  4ilap 
there  was  a  tremendous  sale ;  the  Kaffir  never  thou0uG  of 
returning  home  from  his  work  any  week-end  without  a 
quantity  of  it.  Another  great  thing  amongst  the  Kaffirs 
was  "  pain-killer,"  which  was  a  mixture  of  spirit  of  camphor 
and  capsicum.  They  swallowed  this  by  the  teaspoonful.  It 
was  put  up  in  a  popular  form,  and  when  anything  was  the 
matter  with  them  they  resorted  to  "pain  killer."  It  had 
.  ien  asked  why  chemists  in  Cape  Colony  advertised  for 
Ltnart  men  with  West-end  experience.  The  explanation  was 
that  even  in  the  small  towns  prescriptions  were  as  up-to- 


date  and  medical  men  were  as  far  advanced  as  those  in 
England.  It  was  necessary  for  the  chemists  there  to  be  as 
closely  in  touch  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  as  those  at 
home  ;  if  possible,  perhaps  a  little  more  so,  because  a  number 
of  doctors  came  direct  from  the  London  hospitals  and  pre- 
scribed preparations  which  one  never  heard  of  in  the  ordinary 
way.  Tinctures  were  never  made  in  South  Africa,  because 
they  could  be  imported  so  cheaply,  and  the  colonial  spirit 
was  so  bad  that  to  make  tinctures  did  not  pay.  About 
1,000  lbs.  was  imported  at  a  time.  To  the  chemists  the  cost 
was  about  Qd.  or  3d.  a  lb.,  which  was  a  big  difference  com- 
pared with  the  3s.  6d.  or  3s.  9d.  a  lb.  at  home.  This  was 
accounted  for  by  so  many  tinctures  being  imported  in  bond 
in  consequence  of  the  low  import-duty.  The  chemists  could 
buy  most  of  the  up-to-date  drugs  more  cheaply  in  Germany 
and  from  German  firms  than  from  houses  at  home.  Such 
drugs  as  phenacetin  and  phenazone,  and  various  prepara- 
tions which  had  come  to  the  front  during  recent  years,  could 
be  bought  ridiculously  cheap  in  Germany,  and  for  this 
reason  Germans  scored.  As  to  the  future  of  the  trade  in 
South  Africa,  Great  Britain  was  falling  a  great  way  behind 
and  losing  the  chemists'  trade  because  the  drug-firms  would 
not  send  out  travellers  to  the  colony.  On  the  other  hand, 
America  and  Germany  sent  travellers,  with  the  result 
that  they  secured  the  business,  and  the  quantity  of  American 
and  German  preparations  sold  was  surprising.  The  two  or 
three  British  wholesale  drug-firms  who  sent  out  representa- 
tives did  well,  but  English  firms  seemed  very  chary  of  trying 
new  ground.  General  sundries  came  principally  from 
America.  The  advantage  of  sending  a  traveller  was  that 
the  chemist  saw  what  he  was  selling  and  could  talk  to  him, 
and  that  was  better  than  any  letter.  To  the  Americans 
must  be  given  the  credit  of  sending  men  who  could  talk  ;  in 
fact,  when  once  started,  it  was  a  question  when  they  were 
going  to  stop.  (Laughter.)  However,  they  always  finished 
by  booking  an  order.  The  same  might  be  said  of  the 
Germans.  Trade  in  South  Africa  was  slipping  away  from 
British  firms  because  they  were  afraid  to  venture,  and  at 
present,  while  the  country  was  in  such  an  unsettled  state,  it 
was  rather  a  risk  to  send  out  a  representative,  but  directly 
the  war  was  over  there  would  be  a  great  boom,  and  the 
firms  first  in  the  field  would  have  the  best  opportunity.  The 
opening-up  of  fresh  districts  was  important.  Chemists 
followed  where  the  other  trades  and  professions  went  and 
had  an  equal  chance  with  them.  Prices  in  the  Transvaal 
were  at  present  regulated  by  the  military  authorities,  and 
there  were  not  the  tremendous  profits  sometimes  read  about. 
Until  the  country  was  properly  settled — a  couple  of  years — 
that  regulation  would  continue.  Dispensing  was  a  great 
feature  in  the  trade  there.  As  the  railways  were  under 
Government  control,  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  ar- 
rangements in  connection  with  the  employes  were  also 
managed  by  the  authorities,  and  to  obtain  the  dispensing  at 
a  fixed  tariff,  for  those  on  the  railway  in  a  large  town,  was  a 
considerable  item,  as  one  chemist  out  of  several  had  from 
forty  to  fifty  prescriptions  a  day,  and  perhaps  the  number  in 
a  place  like  East  London  would  be  a  hundred  a  day.  There 
was  no  special  day  for  closing,  but  there  always  existed 
among  the  assistants  an  arrangement  for  getting  off  half  a 
day  a  week,  and  on  alternate  evenings.  One  could  not 
complain  of  the  business  hours ;  but  in  Cape  Town,  Johannes- 
burg, and  Kimberley,  as  well  as  in  some  of  the  large  towns, 
the  hours  were  much  later,  and  in  Johannesburg  they  copied 
London  as  far  as  possible  in  all-night  pharmacy.  The  hours 
ran  to  9  and  10  p.m.  in  Cape  Town,  and  in  the  large  towns 
prices  were  proportionately  just  as  much  "  cut  "  as  at  home. 
What  paid  best  was  a  chemist's  own  specialities,  and  it  was 
a  great  thing  to  push  these  in  place  of  the  patent  medicines 
so  extensively  advertised.  American  preoarations  were  the 
proprietaries  which  sold  most,  and  tbingr  ne  never  heard  of 
at  home  had  an  enormous  sale  there,  the  freight  and  cost  of 
getting  preparations  from  America  being  much  lower  than 
from  England.  Unless  one  could  get  a  much  better  salary, 
or  do  a  better  business  by  going  to  South  Africa,  the  game 
was  not  worth  the  candle,  for  the  social  life  could  not  be 
compared  with  that  at  home.  As  to  the  future,  things  would 
never  bear  the  rosy  appearance  of  the  past.  There  would 
be  a  great  levelling  of  conditions  throughout  South  Africa 
as  the  result  of  the  Transvaal  and  Orange  River  Colony 
coming  under  British  rule  ;  and  the  enormous  salaries  which 
had  been  paid  in  the  Transvaal  would  never  be  seen  under 
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British  rule.  Eventually  things  would  reach  a  level,  and  a 
man  would  be  as  well  off  in  Cape  Colony  as  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Doble,  who  went  out  ten  years  ago,  bore  out  Mr. 
Hodge's  remarks,  and  said  the  business  done  in  King 
William's  Town  and  the  eastern  province  with  the  coloured 
races  and  the  Dutch  was  very  different  from  that  in  the 
western  province,  where  there  were  Malays.  On  one  day  of 
the  week  doepe  was  in  great  demand  there  because  the 
Malays  burnt  it  on  the  corners  of  their  houses  to  keep  the 
devil  away. 

Mr.  Cocks  hoped  Mr.  Hodge's  remarks  as  to  the  necessity 
for  British  firms  to  look  after  trade  would  receive  attention, 
as  the  complaint  was  now  heard  in  all  directions.  He  saw 
no  reason  why  Englishmen  should  not  have  a  very  good 
share  of  the  trade  if  they  kept  their  productions  well  to  the 
front. 

Mr.  Hodge  said  that  to  do  that  the  firms  at  home  must  be 
a  little  more  enterprising. 

Mr.  Turney  and  Mr.  Barge  also  spoke. 

The  meeting  was  followed  by  a  supper  at  Risdon's 
Restaurant,  at  which  Mr.  Hodge  was  entertained.  The  loyal 
toast  having  been  honoured,  the  President  proposed  "  Our 
Guest,"  and  Mr.  Hodge,  in  replying,  expressed  his  thanks 
for  the  hearty  reception  accorded  him.  The  remaining 
toast  was  "The  President,"  which  was  heartily  received.

Cynoglosseine. — Vournazos  (Chem.  Zeit.,  1901, 107)  describes 
this  alkaloid,  which  he  has  extracted  from  the  root  of  Cyno- 
glossum,  as  a  colourless  crystalline  compound,  of  slightly  bitter 
taste,  melting  at  185°  C,  and  easily  soluble  in  water,  with  dif- 
ficulty in  alcohol,  and  insoluble  in  ether.  It  rotates  the  plane  of 
polarisation  to  the  right,  and  yields  all  the  characteristic 
alkaloidal  reactions. 

Bismuth-phenol  Preparations.— According  to  Bichard 
(Chem.  Zeit.,  1900,  250),  the  following  method  gives  the  best 
results  for  the  preparation  of  compounds  of  bismuth  oxide  and 
phenols.  The  phenol  is  added  in  solution  to  a  solution  of 
bismuth  tartrate,  and  allowed  to  stand  for  a  time.  With  pyro 
gallol  a  compound  is  obtained  which  is  of  a  yellow  colour,  and  is 
insoluble  in  water,  alcohol,  and  chloroform.  Besorcin  and  hydro- 
kinone  do  not  yield  the  reaction. 

A  New  Sugar.— Votocek  (Chem.  Zeit.,  1901,  102)  has  ob- 
tained a  new  sugar  as  a  product  of  the  decomposition  of  the 
glucoside  convolvulin.  It  forms  colourless  anhydrous  needles  of 
a  sweet  taste,  easily  soluble  in  water,  but  almost  insoluble  in 
alcohol.  Its  formula  is  CuIIjoC^.  Its  specific-rotatory  power  is, 
after  the  solution  has  stood  for  twenty- four  hours,  +75'2°  C.  It 
has  been  termed  "  Khodeose."  It  gives  all  the  usual  colour- 
reactions  of  the  pentoses,  and  reduces  ammoniacal  silver  nitrate 
and  Fehling's  solution.  It  forms  a  well-defined  methyl-phenyl- 
hydrazone,  which  occurs  in  needles  melting  at  187°  C.  and  are 
easily  soluble  in  boiling  alcohol  and  water,     niivl  'iSSSn  W!u  !.  -  - 

Identification  of  Tropine.  easy  hydrolysis  of  the 

mydriatic  alkaloids,  with  the  consequent  formation  of  tropic  acid 
and  tropine,  makes  it  a  matter  of  importance  to  be  able  to  identify 
the  latter  base  with  certainty  and  ease.  According  to  Vreven 
(Ann.  cle  Chim.  Analy.,  1900,  191)  the  most  characteristic  re- 
actions for  the  base  are  the  following  : — With  solutions  of  the 
double  iodide  of  potassium  and  cadmium,  tropine  is  a  slightly  acid 
solution,  gives  a  precipitate  which  forms  well-defined  hexagonal 
tables.  It  is  very  soluble  in  water,  so  that  concentrated  slightly 
acidified  solutions  should  be  employed.  The  crystals  melt  below 
200°.  With  phosphomolybdic  acid,  tropine  in  a  slightly  acid 
solution  gives  a  yellowish  precipitate  forming  crystalline  needles. 

IMorphidine. — Vongerichten  (Berichte,  34,  1162)  publishes 
an  interesting  paper  on  this  somewhat  obscure  derivative  of 
morphine.  When  morphine  is  distilled  with  zinc  dust,  there  is 
obtained  besides  phenanthrene  a  small  quantity  of  a  substance 
which  is  termed  morphidine.  This  has,  however,  been  shown  to 
be  a  mixture  of  two  bases,  easily  convertible  into  secondary  bases 
by  the  action  of  tin  and  hydrochloric  acid.  Of  these  two  bases, 
one  has  the  formula  C^H^N,  and  gives  with  methyl  iodide  an 
iodomethylate  which  yields  its  corresponding  hydroxy  base.  From 
its  general  behaviour  it  appears  to  be  ahomologue  of  thebenidine. 
The  other  base  which  forms  the  greater  portion  of  the  mixture 
has  the  formula  C^H^N,  and  appears  to  be  closely  related  to  the 
isoquinoline  group. 

Cinchonine  Derivatives. — In  1867  Caventou  and  Willm 
obtained  a  base  by  the  action  of  potassium  permanganate  on 
cinchonine,  which  they  termed  hydrocinchonine.  They  con- 
sidered that  this  base  was  already  existent  in  the  cinchonine  used 
for  the  experiments,  and  that  it  had  resisted  the  action  of  the 
oxidising  agent.  Much  discussion  arose  over  the  point,  and 
different  views  have  been  held  in  regard  to  the  matter.  At  all 
events,  the  base  was  looked  upon  as  of  great  rarity.  According 
to  Jungfleish  and  Leger  (Jour,  cle  Pharm.  et  de  Chim.,  1901, 313), 
by  the  action  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid  on  the  alkaloid  cinchonine, 
they  have  obtained,  together  with  other  products,  a  base  pre- 
senting great  resemblances  to  the  old  compound,  hydro- 
cinchonine. They  have  called  this  body  einchonifine,  and  regard 
it  as  an  isomer  of  cinchonine.  Except  that  the  combustions  do 
not  agree  well  enough,  the  resemblances  to  cinchonine  are  suffi- 
ciently strong  to  have  warranted  the  assumption  that  the  two 
bases  are  identical.  The  following  details  will  accentuate  the 
points  of  resemblance  and  difference  between  the  two  compounds. 
They  are  both  alike  in  crystalline  appearance,  forming  fine 
prismatic  needles ;  and  they  behave  quite  similarly  towards  the 
usual  organic  solvents.  The  melting-point  of  both  compounds  is 
278°  C.  The  specific  rotatory  power  of  hydrocinchonine  is  198"6°, 
and  for  einchonifine  199'5°.  The  optical  rotations  of  the  sulphates 
are  almost  identical  in  the  two  cases.  A  difference,  however,  is 
observed  in  the  behaviour  towards  potassium  permanganate. 
Hydrocinchonine  is  only  oxidised  very  slowly  by  this  compound, 
but  einchonifine  reduces  it  even  at  the  ordinary  temperature. 
Another  marked  difference  lies  in  the  fact  that  einchonifine 
sulphate  crystallises  with  two  molecules  of  water,  whilst  hydro- 
. cinchonine  forms  crystals  with  either  three  or  twelve  molecules  of 
water.

The  Plot  Thickens 

and  the  mysteries  multiply.  Mr.  John 
Taylor  is  apparently  qualifying  for  the  front  bench  in  the 
Council.  He  has  caught  the  correct  tone  in  dealing  with 
the  improper  motion,  and  his  submission  to  the  "intima- 
tion "  made  to  him  is  all  that  could  be  desired  by  the  most 
exacting  of  rulers.  His  written  "  Statement  read  at  Council- 
meeting,  July  3,  1901,"  shows  that  he  duly  appreciates  the 
solemnity  of  the  crisis,  but  it  is  difficult  to  square  it  with 
his  o  wn  well-known  lofty  standard  of  pharmaceutical  ethics. 
He  had  only  wished,  he  says,  "to  see  performed  what  I 
thought  to  be  a  simple  act  of  justice."  Then  came  the 
"  intimation,"  and  the  act  of  justice  was  left  to  look  after 
itself.  Fiat  justitia,  mat  caelum,  said  the  heathen  in  his 
blindness.  Mr.  Taylor,  I  judge,  is  a  little  higher  than  the 
heathen,  so  that  the  probable  catastrophe  to  which  he  sacri- 
ficed his  sense  of  justice  must  have  been  something  rather 
worse  than  the  heaven  falling. 

The  Position  of  the  Apothecary 

as  a  medical  practitioner  seems 
to  need  a  lot  of  defending,  and  is  evidently  rather  precarious. 
But  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Percy  G.  Lodge,  "President 
of  the  Association  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,"  that  "  the 
general  public  take  him  to  be  some  variety  of  a  druggist, 
whereas  he  was  formerly  a  medical  practitioner,"  strikes  me 
as  a  curiously  converse  way  of  putting  the  fact.  That  he 
was  originally  a  variety  of  druggist  is  not  doubtful ;  and  the 
public,  I  fancy,  now  generally  regard  him  as  a  variety  of 
medical  practitioner,  though  it  is  true  he  does  not  seem  to 
care  to  blazon  his  exact  qualification.  But  Mr.  Lodge's 
letter  suggests  the  remark  that  the  heir  to  a  good  prescrib- 
ing business  might  do  a  good  deal  worse  than  qualify  as  an 
apothecary.  This  covers  the  right  to  trade  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  and  the  title  of  apothecary  has  still  sufficient  hold 
on  the  public  to  almost  ensure  success  to  one  who  should 
use  it  over  his  shop-window.  A  qualified  counter-prescriber 
would  be  a  great  boon  to  a  large  section  of  the  public. 

The  War  Office  Committee 

appointed  to  consider  the  Army 
Medical  Service  is  now  (according  to  the  British  Medical 
Journal)  sitting  twice  a  week,  and  is  considering  a  scheme 
submitted  to  it  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  As  at  present 
arranged  the  Committee  is  not  to  take  evidence,  but  I  sup- 
pose it  would  consider  any  important  subject  brought  to  its 
notice.  In  all  probability  the  position  of  the  Army  com- 
pounder is  not  provided  for  in  Mr.  Brod  rick's  scheme,  and  it 
is  very  unlikely  that  any  of  the  medical  or  official  eminences 
on  the  Committee  will  concern  themselves  with  him  spon- 
taneously. But  he  is  a  person  whose  services  are  often  of 
great  importance  to  the  soldiers,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost 
moment  that  some  weighty  communication  respecting  his 
position  should  be  submitted  to  this  Committee  by  the 
pharmaceutical  authorities.  The  pharmacist  has  a  recog- 
nised rank  and  position  in  all  European  armies,  and  so  he 
has  in  our  own  naval  hospitals.  He  could  save  the  Treasury 
a  considerable  sum  if  he  were  given  charge  of  the  Army 
medical  stores — -that  is,  if  qualified  and  properly  paid  men 
were  employed  for  the  duties — and  the  immediate  present  is 
the  time  to  press  this  view  on  the  War  Office. 

The  Historical  English  Dictionary 

has  now  reached  K,  and 
the  next  part,  which  will  complete  that  letter,  will,  it  is 
reckoned,  bring  the  work  about  half-way  through  its  course. 


The  latest  issued  part  extends  from  Jew  to  Kairine.  Not 
many  pharmaceutical  words  are  comprised  in  that  section, 
and  I  do  not  think  Dr.  Murray  has  anything  new  to  tell  us 
about  the  few  he  deals  with.  Under  Jordan  the  origin  of 
Jordan  almonds  is  shown.  In  quotations  from  the  literature 
of  the  fifteenth  century  the  term  appears  as  jardyne-almande, 
which  suggests  jardin  or  garden  almonds.  The  so-called 
Jordan  almonds  are,  I  believe,  generally  imported  from 
Malaga.  Jujube  is  the  ultimate  corruption  of  the  Greek 
Zizyphon,  the  name  of  the  jujube-tree.  I  wonder  jujubes — 
the  true  fruits,  I  mean — are  not  used  in  English  pharmacy. 
They  are  rather  popular  in  France,  both  in  fresh  and  dried 
form,  as  demulcents.  Julep  in  its  original  Persian  form, 
gul-ap,  meant  rose-water.  Juniper,  the  old  French  geneivre, 
became  in  Dutch  genever  and  then  geneva ;  and  thus  the 
respected  Swiss  city  has  gained  the  doubtful  glory  of  being 
the  first  home  of  gin.  Murray  does  not  condescend  to 
mention  the  supposed  origin  of  juniper  as  from  juventus  and 
parere,  signifying  the  renewing  of  youth,  applicable  to  its 
evergreen  character.  The  juniper  of  Scripture  was  not  a 
conifer  at  all,  but  a  broom  (Hetoma  Rctem,  L),  Rothem  in 
Hebrew,  Ratam  in  Arabic.  Jusquiam  was  the  late  Latin  and 
the  early  English  form  of  the  Greek  word  hyos-kyamos, 
literally  hog's  bean — a  name  the  plant  still  retains  in  English. 

Super- aeration  (Limited) 

is  an  enterprise  which  is  being, 
exploited  in  startling  fashion,  and  which  is  attracting  some 
attention  in  financial  circles.  It  was  incorporated  two 
years  ago  to  work  certain  inventions  for  the  dispensing 
of  aerated  liquids,  and  its  60,000  11.  shares  are  now  selling 
at  about  5/.  each,  and  are  now  being  written  up  to 
360,000  11.  shares,  without  any  further  payment  on  the  part 
of  the  holders.  Early  this  year  the  company  began  floating 
subsidiary  companies  for  various  localities,  and  already 
distinct  companies  to  work  the  districts  round  Leicester, 
Thanet,  Sussex,  Bath,  Guildford,  London,  Cardiff,  Glasgow, 
Liverpool,  Bristol,  and  Leeds  have  been  advertised,  and 
others  are  in  preparation.  The  eleven  companies  named 
above  have  a  nominal  capital  among  them  of  over  600,000/., 
and  the  design  is  that  they  shall  all  contribute  profits  to  the 
parent  association.  I  know  nothing  either  for  or  against  the 
patents  in  question,  but  they  need  to  be  not  only  very 
valuable,  but  also  practically  sure  of  a  monopoly  to  be 
worth  the  money  which  the  public  is  being  asked  to 
subscribe  for  them. 

The  Addition  of  Diachylon 

to  the  Poisons  Schedule  is  advo- 
cated by  the  Medico-Chirurgical  Society  of  Nottingham  on 
the  ground  of  its  frequent  use  as  an  abortefacient  in  that 
city.  The  Nottingham  doctors  report  this  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary Bills  Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association, 
and  state  that  they  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  the  matter,  and  that  the  Council  of 
that  Society  has  referred  their  communication  to  a  special 
committee.    Their  observation  is,  I  think,  a  novel  one. 

A  Singular  Discrepancy 

between  the  words  used  in  the  1868 
and  1869  Acts  relating  to  the  provision  dealing  with  the 
dispensing  of  medicines  containing  poisons  was  discussed 
in  the  High  Court,  where  the  case  referred  to  last 
week  was  being  tried.  In  the  1868  Act  we  are  told  the 
requirements  of  Section  17  need  not  apply  to  medicines 
dispensed,  "  provided  such  medicine  be  labelled  in  the 
■manner  aforesaid,  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller," 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  prescription  and  the  name  of  the 
purchaser  are  duly  recorded.  What  did  the  words  italicised 
mean  ?  They  were  not  used  in  the  1869  Act.  There  is  no 
other  reasonable  way  of  interpreting  them  than  to  read  them 
as  if  they  ran,  "  You  need  not  label  this  stuff  '  Poison ' 
if  you  label  it  'Poison.'"  The  question  is  not  of  importance 
now,  as  the  provision  in  the  1869  Act  is  not  ambiguous.

EMtorial  Comments. 


Early  Closing  of  Shops. 

The  House  of  Lords  Committee  which  was  appointed  to  "in- 
quire into  the  length  of  hours  of  labour  in  shops,  and  whether 
any,  and  if  so  what,  steps  should  be  taken  to  diminish 
them,"  having  on  June  14  completed  the  examination  of 
witnesses,  met  on  June  17  to  consider  a  draft  report,  the 
essential  part  of  which  was  embodied  in  the  following 
paragraph  : — 

The  evidence  has  convinced  us  that  earlier  closing  would  be  an 
immense  boon  to  the  shopkeeping-community,  to  shopkeepers  and 
shop-assistants  alike,  that  the  present  hours  are  grievously  in- 
jurious to  health,  especially  in  the  case  of  women,  and  under  these- 
circumstances  we  recommend  the  Early-closing  Bill  to  the 
favourable  consideration  of  your  Lordships. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  June  20  for  further  con- 
sideration,  and,  finally,  on  June  27,  when  certain  amend- 
ments were  submitted  and  agreed  to.  The  most  important 
of  these  was  one  by  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  amending  the 
above  quoted  paragraph  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  — 

The  evidence  has  convinced  us  that  earlier  closing  would  be  an. 
immense  boon  to  the  shopkeeping-community,  to  shopkeepers  and 
shop-assistants  alike,  that  the  present  hours  are  grievously  in- 
jurious to  health,  especially  in  the  case  of  women,  and  under  these 
circumstances  we  recommend  that  town  councils  should  be- 
authorised  to  pass  Provisional  Orders,  making  such  regulations 
in  respect  to  the  closing  of  shops  as  may  seem  to  them  to  be 
necessary  for  the  areas  under  their  jurisdiction;  and  these- 
Provisional  Orders  should  be  submitted  to  Parliament  in  the 
usual  manner  before  acquiring  the  force  of  law.  Special  enact- 
ments for  restraining  the  outlay  involved,  and  provided  for  its- 
discharge,  may  be  necessary. 

The  Prime  Minister's  amendment  is  printed  in  italics.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  principle  of  Lord  Avebury's 
Bill  is  to  allow  shopkeepers,  or  any  class  of  shopkeepers,  in  a 
defined  area  to  decide  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  at  what 
hour,  not  earlier  than  7  p.m.,  shops  should  be  closed,  pro- 
vision being  made  for  a  half-holiday  weekly  and  later  closing 
on  Saturday  nights.  When  the  shopkeepers  make  up  their 
mindsvon  this  matter  the  local  authority  is  empowered  to 
give  effect  to  their  resolution.  The  Committee's  recommen- 
dation, as  modified  by  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  practically 
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sets  aside  Lord  Avebury's  proposal,  takes  the  privilege  of 
voting  from  shopkeepers,  and  permits  Town  Councils  to  do 
what  they  like  in  the  matter.  It  is  possible  to  regard  this 
either  as  a  piece  of  brilliant  statesmanship,  or  as  shelving 
the  whole  matter.  If  the  recommendation  is  acted  upon  by 
giving  town  councils  the  necessary  authority  compulsory 
early  closing  may  be  a  reality  in  a  very  short  time,  but  the 
local  instead  of  the  central  authorities  will  have  all  the 
trouble  in  the  matter,  and  will  have  no  principle  to  guide 
them,  such  as  is  provided  in  Lord  Avebury's  Bill. 
Thus,  in  the  case  of  registered  druggists,  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  pharmaceutical  chemists  we  have  in  the  Bill 
some  recognition  of  the  special  needs  that  chemists  supply> 
but  under  the  town  council  system  the  drug-trade  may  be 
swept  into  the  provisional-order  net  along  with  all  other 
classes  of  shopkeepers,  irrespective  of  the  peculiarities  of 
business.  This  is  especially  deplorable,  but  it  serves  to 
demonstrate  how  admirable  is  Lord  Avebury's  principle  of 
permitting  each  class  of  shopkeepers  to  themselves  decide 
what  should  be  the  hour  of  closing.  Whether  the  town- 
council  system  will  be  practical  or  not  scarcely  concerns  us  ; 
we  regard  it  as  a  mere  shifting  of  responsibility,  if  not  a  delay 
in  reform.  We  cannot  overlook  the  facts  that  the  Marquis 
of  Salisbury  was  not  in  favour  of  Lord  Avebury's  Bill,  and 
spoke  of  legislation  on  the  matter  as  interference  with  the 
liberty  of  the  subject,  while  on  the  two  occasions  that  he 
attended  the  examination  of  witnesses  by  the  Committee 
(illness  preventing  further  attendance)  his  attitude  confirmed 
the  view  that  he  is  hostile  to  permissive  early  closing.  It  is) 
therefore,  somewhat  difficult  to  realise  that  he  is  now  in 
earnest  in  drafting  a  recommendation  which  makes  com- 
pulsory early  closing  possible  in  every  township  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Apart  from  this  remarkable  development, 
the  Committee  report  that  the  present  shop-hours  are 
excessively  long,  that  they  are  injurious  to  health,  that  early 
closing  will  be  a  boon,  and  that  nothing  short  of  legislation 
will  effect  the  needed  improvement.  The  conclusions 
generally  are  dealt  with  in  our  Parliamentary  section,  and  it 
scarcely  requires  this  note  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the 
Committee  has  given  us  with  one  hand  what  it  has  taken 
away  with  the  other. 


A  Commercial  View  of  Exhibitions. 

The  report  of  the  British  Commissioners  of  the  Paris 
Exhibition  has  just  been  published,  and  the  observations  of 
the  Commissioners  are  of  some  interest  to  exhibitors.  It  is 
noted  that  there  was  little  or  no  enthusiasm  in  this  country 
for  the  exhibition,  but  a  general  disposition  to  hold  aloof  on 
the  ground  that  exhibitions  had  become  too  common,  that 
British  manufacturers  gained  nothing  by  them  owing  to  the 
protective  policy  of  foreign  countries,  and  that  they  afforded 
opportunities  to  their  foreign  rivals  to  imitate  their  methods 
and  processes.  Note  is  made  of  the  new  system  of  small 
isolated  allotments  instead  of  the  system  of  one  large  space 
for  each  nation  hitherto  adopted.  The  arrangement  was 
designed  in  Paris  to  facilitate  comparison  of  the  products  of 
each  country,  but  as  half  the  space  was  reserved  for  French 
exhibits,  France  predominated  everywhere.  The  Com- 
missioners are  of  opinion  that  the  position  in  which  the 
dependencies  of  the  Crown  were  placed  by  the  French 
regulations  was  invidious  and  unfair.  They  contend  that 
India  and  the  great  self-governing  colonies  should  claim  as 
much  consideration  as  other  leading  States,  and  they  are 
inclined  to  doubt  the  expediency  of  taking  part  in  any 
future  international  exhibition  in  which  this  claim  is  not 
fully  admitted.  There  was  considerable  trouble  at  the  Paris 
Exhibition  in  obtaining  space  for  the  colonies,  and  even 


when  pavilions  were  designed  for  the  colonial  section  the 
promoters  were  hampered  by  irritating  regulations.  The 
total  number  of  applications  for  space  in  the  British  sections 
(exclusive  of  India  and  the  Fine  Arts  section),  was  1,429, 
but  as  it  cost  nothing  to  apply  for  space,  a  considerable 
number  of  applicants  had  no  intention  of  exhibiting  and 
withdrew  for  various  reasons.  This  class  of  exhibitors  is 
largely  encouraged  ,by  the  existence  of  exhibitors'  agents, 
whose  occupation,  owing  to  the  frequency  of  exhibitions,  has 
developed  into  a  regular  business.  Allusion  is  made  in  the 
report  to  the  popularity  of  the  Royal  pavilion  on  the  Quai 
d'Orsay,  and  it  is  considered  that  the  money  it  cost  was  well 
spent.  Taken  as  a  whole,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  British 
Industrial  section  presented  a  fair  reflection  of  the  industries 
of  the  country,  some  beirjg  represented  by  firms  of  minor 
importance,  who  had  an  object  in  advertising  themselves  and 
pushing  to  the  front — this  is  an  expression  of  the  Com- 
missioner's opinion,  and  is  particularly  inane,  considering 
that  the  only  way  people  in  a  small  way  of  business  can  get 
to  the  front  is  to  push  well.  Many  large  firms  when 
approached,  pleaded  that  if  they  exhibited  at  all,  they  would 
have  to  do  so  on  a  scale  which  would  put  them  to  great 
trouble  and  expense,  while  they  had  no  inducement  to  seek 
to  extend  their  connection  since  their  businesses  are  so 
large  already  that  they  can  hardly  execute  their  orders.  It 
is  further  noted  that  some  Governments  spend  large  sums  on 
promoting  the  commercial  interests  of  indigenous  manu- 
facturers, whilst  the  British  policy  has  been  to  rely 
exclusively  on  the  voluntary  efforts  of  our  manufacturers. 
The  Commissioners  proceed  to  say  on  this  point  :— 

We  are  inclined  to  doubt  whether  British  industry  as  a  whole 
derives  any  benefit  from  exhibitions  in  which  British  exhibitors 
enter  at  such  a  manifest  disadvantage.  Our  system  has  remained 
unchanged  for  half  a  century,  but  the  conditions  are  no  longer 
the  same.  When  exhibitions  had  the  charm  of  novelty  the  great 
manufacturers  took  a  pride  in  showing  their  best  productions  to 
the  world.  There  was  comparatively  little  competition,  and  they 
had  nothing  to  fear  from  the  rivalry  of  foreign  countries.  Now, 
exhibitions  have  become  so  common  that  manufacturers  no  longer 
take  the  same  interest  in  them,  and  only  exhibit  if  they  see  a 
distinct  prospect  of  advantage  to  be  gained  by  doing  so.  At  the 
same  time,  foreign  industries  have  made  gigantic  strides,  and  in 
many  branches  of  manufacture  have  become  formidable  rivals  to 
our  own  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  The  industrial  interests  of 
the  country  as  a  whole  gain  nothing  from  an  exhibition  unless  they 
are  represented  upon  equal  terms  with  foreign  industries. 

In  other  words  the  voluntary  system  cannot  be  any  longer 
relied  on,  and  unless  some  of  the  expenses  of  exhibitors  is 
borne  by  the  Government  as  in  other  countries,  no  good 
purpose  would  be  served  by  entering  into  further  competition 
with  them  at  international  exhibitions.  This  would  necessi- 
tate a  much  larger  grant  than  the  sum  of  125,000?.  appor- 
tioned to  the  Paris  Exhibition. 

The  contrast  between  the  symmetrical  appearance  of  foreign 
spaces  and  the  undignified  collection  of  show-cases  of  different 
sizes  and  designs  which  filled  the  British  space  was  "little 
less  than  painful"  say  the  Commissioners.  The  cause  of 
this  is  placed  to  the  unwillingness  of  British  exhibitors  to 
combine  their  exhibits  or  submit  to  any  restriction  of  their 
independence.  In  cases  where  the  Commissioners  induced 
exhibitors  to  have  a  collective  exhibit  such  as  the  Alkali 
Manufacturers'  Association,  the  effect  was  good,  but  the 
experiment  was  on  too  limited  a  scale  to  have  much 
effect  on  the  appearance  of  the  section  as  a  whole.  Speak- 
ing for  ourselves,  we  do  not  think  it  likely  that  the  British 
manufacturers  have  the  slightest  desire  to  emulate  con- 
tinental method  of  subordinating  individual  interests  for  the 
purpose  of  producing  a  "  See  what  we  Britishers  can  do  I  " 
sort  of  exhibit.  That  is  not  in  the  grain  of  the  Britisher, 
and,  further,  our  manufacturers  have  discovered  that  exhibi- 
tions, especially  international  ones,  are  the  most  expensive 
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way  of  pushing  business  that  exists,  and  were  it  not  for  the 
medals  which  are  awarded,  and  which  can  be  made  usa  of 
for  business  purposes,  there  would  be  little  exhibiting  except 
by  those  little  firms  who  want  to  get  to  the  front.  That  this 
notion  is  not  confined  to  Britain  is  well  proved  by  the  Exhi- 
bition now  open  in  Glasgow.  There  the  foreign  element  is 
limited,  yet  two-thirds  of  it,  at  least,  has  been  drawn  from  the 
Paris  Exhibition,  and  was  forthcoming  because  the  expense 
of  exhibiting  again  is  less  than  when  an  exhibit  has  to  be  got 
up  from  the  beginning.  The  Glasgow  Exhibition  also  shows 
that  the  object  of  international  exhibitions  has  changed. 
The  primal  inception  was  exposition  of  manufactured  pro- 
ducts, and  consequent  improvement  of  business ;  now  it  is 
exactly  that  of  a  church  bazaar — a  means  of  making  profit 
for  the  promoters,  or  creating  interest  in  an  ulterior  object. 


German  Commercial  Ether. 

The  Helfenberg  Annual,  whioh  Mr.  Eagen  Dieterich  pub- 
lished for  some  years,  but  which  was  stopped  when  his  firm 
was  incorporated,  is  again  published,  under  the  guidance  of 
Dr.  Karl  Dieterich.  Considering  the  large  amount  of  valu- 
able material  that  the  old  annual  contains,  we  feel  sure  that 
the  republication  of  the  work  will  be  welcomed  by  scientific 
pharmacists.  The  issue  for  1900  extends  to  nearly  400  pages, 
and  is  devoted  to  the  analytical  results  of  drugs,  chemicals, 
extracts,  and  certain  other  specific  pharmaceutical  products 
which  were  examined  in  the  Helfenberg  laboratories  during 
1900.  We  have  been  especially  struck  by  the  pages  devoted 
to  ether,  because  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  is  one  of  the 
national  authorities  which  insist  upon  a  low  sp.  gr.  for  this 
body.  Before  1890  the  standard  in  Germany  was  0-724  to 
0-728,  and  boiling-point  34°  to  36°  C.  Now  0720  and  35°  C. 
are  insisted  upon.  How  far  the  commercial  supply  meets 
the  requirements  may  be  judged  by  the  following  summary 
of  the  results  which  we  have  prepared  from  Dr.  Dieterich's 
table : — ■ 

135  samples  examined. 

1  sample  was  of  sp.  gr.  0,720. 
22  samples  between  sp.  gr.  0-721  and  0-7250. 
86  samples  between  sp.  gr.  0  7250  and  0-7265. 
26  samples  between  sp.  gr.  0-7265  and  0  7280. 
34  gave  colour-reaction  with  KI. 
24  gave  colour- reaction  with  KOH, 

5  contained  water. 

5  boiled  at  34-5°  C. 

As  the  solitary  sample  absolutely  in  accord  with  the 
German  Pharmacopoeia  sp.  gr.  standard  happened  to  give 
a  yellow  colour  with  potassium  iodide,  it  follows  that 
not  a  single  commercial  specimen  examined  was  strictly 
according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  We  are  not  surprised. 
Absolute  ether  is  difficult  both  to  get  and  to  keep  pure, 
which  fact  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  recognises  by  prescrib- 
ing for  medicinal  and  laboratory  use  an  ether  containing  a 
percentage  of  alcohol,  the  sp.  gr.  being  0-735.  Dr. 
Dieterich  says  no  comment  upon  the  figures  which  he  records 
is  necessary,  which  is  true  in  the  sense  that  they  speak  for 
themselves,  but  they  demonstrate  the  fact  that  the  standards 
of  two  Pharmacopoeias  (1890  and  1900)  are  ignored  so  far 
as  the  commercial  supply  is  concerned,  and  that,  we  presume 
is  because  the  manufacturers  know  that  if  they  send  out 
0-720  ether  to  be  stored  and  used  as  we  in  the  United  King- 
dom use  0-735  ether,  they  will  do  more  harm  than  good.  It 
is  also  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
is  right  in  this  matter,  as  is  also  the  United  States  Phar- 
macopoeia, which  puts  the  sp.  gr.  at  0-725-0-728.  Instances 
of  pharmacopoeial  standards  corresponding  with  commercial 
possibilities  are  well  worth  treasuring  in  these  days  when 
the  tendencies  lie  mainly  to  the  side  of  academic  research. 


Kew  v.  Kensington. 

The  Botanical  Work  Committee,  whose  report  we  sum- 
marised last  week,  has  provided  one  of  the  most  interesting 
documents  which  we  have  read  for  a  long  time.  There  are 
a  few  botanists  connected  with  pharmacy,  and  to  them  we 
specially  commend  the  report  as  a  thing  to  be  read  from 
cover  to  cover.  It  is  published  at  2s  ,  and  to  that  5d.  should 
be  added  for  postage  if  it  is  obtained  by  post  from  the 
Queen's  printers  (Eyre  &  Spottiswoode,  East  Harding  Street, 
London,  E.C.).  Since  the  natural  history  collections  of  the 
British  Museum  were  transferred  to  the  magnificent  terra- 
cotta building  in  South  Kensington  some  twenty  years  ago 
the  botanical  department  has  been  piling  up  specimens  with 
feverish  haste,  and  the  number  (1,800,000)  now  closely 
approximates  to  the  number  in  the  herbarium  at  Kew.  Both 
are  Government  departments,  and  the  purpose  of  the  inquiry 
might  be  concentrated  into  one  question,  What  is  the  use  of 
doing  a  thing  twice  1  To  that  the  Committee  has  un- 
equivocally replied,  No  use  at  all.  The  evidence  is  particu- 
larly interesting.  It  scarcely  required  the  Committee  to 
ascertain  that  outside  Great  Britain,  even  outside  London, 
Kew  is  regarded  as  the  botanical  centre  of  the  Empire  ;  some 
witnesses  believed  it  to  be  the  centre  of  the  botanical 
world  ;  but  this  opinion  was  not  arrived  at  without  some 
sensation.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  said  things  about  the  Ken- 
sington collection  that  sent  Mr.  Wm.  Carruthers,  F.R.S.,  and 
Mr.  George  Murray,  F.R.S.,  in  search  of  bricks  to  throw  at 
him,  but  the  evidence  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  admini- 
stration of  the  botanical  department  of  the  British  Museum 
is  far  from  ideal.  Sir  W.  Thiselton  Dyer  was  the  last 
witness,  and  the  hardest  nut  the  Committee  had  to  crack. 
It  seemed  doubtful  at  first  if  he  would  give  evidence  at  all, 
but  it  was  gradually  ascertained  that  he  does  not  want  the 
Kensington  collection  pitchforked  into  Kew  ;  he  is  perfectly 
confident  that  Kew  can  stand  on  its  merits,  and  he  spoke  of 
Government  departments  with  freedom  in  the  use  of  adjec- 
tives that  distressed  the  Committee.  His  evidence  contains 
full  details  regarding  the  staff,  pay,  and  work  at  Kew 
Gardens.  Sir  George  King's  evidence  is  just  as  interesting. 
He  spoke  as  an  investigator  who  finds  that  Kew  is  the  best 
place  to  work  in,  and  he  was  not  sparing  in  language  when 
the  niggardliness  of  the  Government  as  to  scientific  matters 
had  to  be  referred  to.  Altogether  it  is  a  notable  report— a 
document  which  deserves  to  be  treasured. 


THE  UNIVERSALITY  OF  PRESCRIBING. 

Referring  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Luxmoore  Drew,  the  Ful- 
ham  Coroner,  on  prescribing  by  chemists,  and  his  strictures 
on  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Jeffrey  Cammack  (C.  &  D.,  July  13, 
page  38),  a  pertinent  letter  from  Mr.  Keith  Longstaff  appears 
in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Fulkam  Chronicle.  After  pointing 
out  that  "  law  "  such  as  that  enunciated  by  Mr.  Drew  has 
been  the  subject  of  derisive  comment  in  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical journals  for  years,  Mr.  Longstaff  proceeds  to 
put  a  series  of  prescribing  conundrums  to  the  world  at  large 
Does  not  the  City  man  prescribe  for  his  ailing  fellow 
traveller  in  train  or  tube  daily  1  Does  not  the  nurse 
prescribe  for  the  household,  and  grandma  for  all  her  grand- 
children ?  Do  we  not  all  prescribe  for  each  other,  and  even 
offer  to  lend  each  other  our  own  prescriptions  ?  But,  worse 
than  all,  do  not  the  advertisers  of  quack  medicines  prescribe 
in  the  daily  papers  morning  and  evening  for  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  people,  offering  to  cure  all  known  (and  some 
unknown)  diseases?  Not  only  that,  but  they  charge  for 
their  "  cure-af ter-the-doctor- failed  "  treatment  as  well.  The 
absurdity  of  Mr.  Drew's  comments  are  therefore  patent  to 
anyone,  and  seeing  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that 
Mr.  Cammack  either  held  himself  out  to  be  a  medical  man 
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or  even  made  up  a  special  prescription  for  the  child,  they 
were  the  more  reprehensible. 

THE  MILK  STANDARD. 

Mr.  Nevil  Sfcorey-Maskelyne,  writing  to  the  Times  in  regard 
to  the  quality  of  milk,  reveals  the  fact  that  the  conclusions 
of  the  recent  Departmental  Committee  were  that  the  future 
standard  for  milk  sold  to  the  public  should  baa  content  of 
12  per  cent,  total  solids  (including  batter-fat,  milk-sugar, 
and  nitrogenous  constituents),  whereof  3'25  must  represent 
butter-fat.  Any  milk  csntainiog  less  than  these  proportions 
or  containing  less  than  8'5  per  cent,  of  solids  other  than 
butter-fat,  but  in  which  the  fat  may  exceed  the  3-25  per 
cent.,  is  to  b3  presumed  to  be  adulterated  unless  the  contrary 
is  proved. 

BRITISH  LANOLIN. 

We  are  informed  by  cable  that  the  action  taken  by  Messrs. 
Benno,  Jaffe  &  Darmstaedter  against  the  Lanosoap  Company, 
Bradford,  England  (for  which  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co., 
Liverpool,  act  as  sole  agents  in  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada,  as 
well  as  in  the  United  Kingdom),  has  been  decided  in  favour 
of  the  Lanosoap  Company  in  the  U.S.  courts,  which  has 
therefore  established  its  right  to  use  the  words  "  British 
lanolin."  Particulars  of  the  case  were  given  in  the  C.  B., 
June  29,  page  1018,  the  defence  being  that  the  title  "  British 
lanolin  "  is  so  distinctive  that  there  can  be  no  confusion  with 
the  lanolin  manufactured  in  Germany  under  the  original 
patent,  now  expired.  The  decision,  although  solely  applic- 
able to  the  United  States,  is  of  special  interest,  in  view  of 
the  recent  English  Court  judgment  as  to  the  title  "Vase- 
line "  (now  under  appeal),  as  both  have  been  the  subject  of 
patent  and  trade-mark  rights. 

"THERE'S  A  BIG  DEMAND   FOR  CHEMISTS." 

Qualified  chemists  are  nearly  as  scarce  as  errand-boys,  and  that 
is  saying  much,  for  the  cry  for  errand-boys  is  the  same  all  over 
the  country— from  Land's  End  to  John  o'  Groats.  Parents  would 
do  well  to  bring  up  their  sons  to  be  chemists.  The  work  is 
agreeable  and  the  pay  is  high.  Why  should  a  young  man  slave 
at  a  desk  for  22s.  a  week  when  he  can  get  51.  a  week  behind  the 
counter,  as  a  chemist's  assistant  ? 

A  chemist  has  to  undergo  a  special  training,  but  this  is  not 
expensive  in  these  days  of  technical  schools  and  science  classes. 
A  good  man  is  always  sure  of  his  living,  which  is  not  true  in  the 
ranks  of  medicine  or  the  law.  The  complementary  service  for 
women  is  dispensing,  a  work  suitable  to  their  sex.  Many  women 
are  employed  in  hospitals  and  in  doctors'  surgeries  in  dispensing 
medicines.    It  pays  better  than  nursing. — Pearson's  Weekly. 

Pray,  dear  reader,  do  not  sniffle.  We  happened  to  journey 
once  with  one  of  the  most  learned  Judges  in  England,  and 
he  whiled  away  the  tedium  of  the  Highland  line  with  the 
absorbing  journal  from  which  we  quote,  and  what  is  good 
enough  for  a  lord  should  not  be  beneath  the  notice  of  a 
knight  of  the  pestle.  We  commend  to  attention  the  question 
which  terminates  the  first  quoted  paragraph  ;  the  standard 
set  there  is  the  thing  to  aim  at,  the  weapon  to  crush  the 
stores,  and  the  legitimate  recognition  of  the  professional 
pharmacist.  Proceed  to  read  the  second  paragraph,  and 
note  that  the  writer  is  not  of  that  cult  which  believe  that 
pharmacy  is  an  integral  part  of  the  medical  profession,  for 
alas  I  this  writer  assures  us  that  a  good  man  [ergo,  chemist]  is 
always  sure  of  his  living,  "  which  is  not  true  in  the  ranks  of 
medicine."  There  is  much  philosophy  in  this  Pearson,  and 
also  as  pretty  a  mixture  of  perverted  facts  as  the  most 
expert  compounder  could  produce. 

ALKALI-WORKS  REPORT. 
The  thirty-seventh  annual  report  on  alkali-works,  issued 
last  week,  shows  a  decrease  of  three  alkali  and  an  increase 
of  two  scheduled  works.  Prosecutions  have  been  instituted 
against  five  firms  for  breaches  of  the  Alkali  Acts,  non- 
registration and  allowing  chlorine  to  escape  being  the 
offences.     Defects  were  found  in  works  erected  for  the 


dearsenication  of  sulphuric  acid  for  u3e  in  galvanising 
at  tinplate-works.  The  arsenic  i3  removed  as  sulphide 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  being  generated  and  brought  into 
intimate  contact  with  the  impure  muriatic  acid.  The  company 
formed  to  work  the  Hargreaves-Bird  patents  on  the  large 
scale  has  not  yet  commenced  operations  at  Middlewich, 
but  the  plant  approaches  completion.  The  utilisation  of 
the  residual  gases  of  the  sulphur-chamber  in  the  Claus 
process  still  occupies  the  attention  of  experimental  chemists. 
This  factor  contributes  to  the  acidity  of  the  atmosphere 
of  the  neighbourhood  in  which  the  works  are  situated. 
The  imports  of  manure-materials  into  the  U.K.  are  given, 
on  the  information  of  Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  as  follows: — 
Guano,  30,000  tons;  mineral  phosphates,  353,400;  and  nitrate 
of  soda,  135,000 — figures  which  are  very  much  the  same 
as  for  the  year  1899.  Many  interesting  chemical  facts  are 
referred  to,  particularly  the  oxidation  of  ammonium  sulphide 
in  liquors.  The  saggar-kiln  is  still  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  some  shades  ofi  Venetian  red,  and  some  nuisance  is 
caused  as  no  satisfactory  condensation  can  be  applied  to 
this  old  form  of  still. 

A  TIP  TO  THE  COUNCIL. 

James  Francis  Harry  St.  Clair-Erskine,  fifth  Earl  of  Rossly  n , 
P.C.,  D.L  ,  J.P.,  is  open  for  an  engagement,  and  we  suggest 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  might  do  worse  than  engage 
him  as  champion  for  the  Pharmacy  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  else  the  Society  with  the  long  name  that  concerns 
itself  with  poisons  in  packets  may  snap  him  up.  At  present 
his  Lordship  is  perhaps  a  little  more  in  their  line  than  in  the 
Bloomsbury  circle,  for  we  notice  that  he  has  recently  been 
travelling  in  the  chemical  manure  and  cattle-food  business. 
He  had  an  engagement  with  Messrs.  Currie,  Rowlands  &  Co. 
at  51.  a  week,  but  it  did  not  last  long,  and  his  Lordship  sued 
his  former  employers  in  the  High  Court  last  week  for  851. 
balance  of  salary,  and  got  it.  This  is  what  he  told  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  about  the  matter  :— 

He  said  that  when  he  met  Mr.  Rowlands  at  the  Carlton  Club 
it  was  suggested  that  he  should  introduce  the  business  to  some 
of  his  friends  who  had  large  estates  in  the  country.  When  he  was 
offered  the  51.  a  week  he  said  he  must  have  some  definite  period 
as  to  the  duration  of  the  engagement  fixed,  and  thus  have  some 
chance  of  showing  results.  He  himself  suggested  three  months, 
and  Mr.  Rowlands  immediately  remarked  that  he  did  not  think  it 
a  long  enough  period  in  which  to  show  results,  and  in  the 
end  it  was  arranged  that  he  should  be  engaged  for  six  months, 
and  at  2501.  a  year,  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  51.  per  week.  He  was 
also  to  have  commission  on  any  food-stuffs  which  were  sold  through 
his  introduction,  but  the  actual  amount  of  the  commission  was  not 
settled.  He  never  got  the  draft  agreement  which  was  promised 
to  be  sent  to  him  after  he  saw  Mr.  Rowlands.  He  denied  that  it 
was  ever  a  condition  that  he  was  to  obtain  the  Duke  of  Suther- 
land's business.  He  offered  to  take  the  balance  of  three  months' 
salary,  but  the  defendants  refused  his  offer. 

It  would  obviously  be  a  splendid  thing  for  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  to  have  as  champion  a  person  of  note  who  moves  in 
Carlton  Club  circles,  and  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  is  busy 
with  other  things,  the  Duke  of  Sutherland's  brother-in-law 
might  be  the  very  man  for  the  job.  We  observe  that  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  gives  him  an  excellent  recommendation,  for 
in  awarding  the  851.  and  costs,  he  said,  "  Lord  Rosslyn  had 
attempted  to  settle  the  matter  in  a  very  handsome  way."  It 
is  the  settling  of  matters  referring  to  companies  that 
is  wanted,  and  this  is  next-door  neighbour  to  chemical 
manures.    We  make  no  charge  for  the  suggestion. 


"Jelly  A  la  Lemco."- — This  is  a  new  recipe  for  Mrs.  Chemist 
to  try  :  — Put  into  a  stewpan  1  quart  of  cold  water  or  veal  stock, 
the  rind  of  half  a  lemon,  four  cloves,  a  dessert-spoonful  of  salt, 
half  a  teaspoonful  of  peppercorns,  a  dessert-spoonful  of  tarragon 
vinegar,  a  small  onion,  a  sprig  of  parsley,  2  oz.  of  leaf  gelatin,  and 
the  well-beaten  whites  and  shells  of  three  eggs.  Let  all  this  come 
to  the  boil,  the  scum  rising  to  the  top,  then  draw  aside  the  pan  and 
cover  it  for  five  minutes.  Pour  a  little  boiling  water  through  a 
jelly-bag,  and  then  strain  the  jelly  through  it  and  add  a  teaspoonful 
of  Lemco, 
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Trade  Law. 

Unreasonable  Distance. — A  firm  of  "Wolverhampton  drapers 
sued  their  former  traveller  at  the  local  County  Court  for  5?.  damages 
for  breach  of  agreement  and  an  injunction  to  restrain  him  carry- 
ing on  business  within  a  radius  of  twenty  miles  from  Wolver- 
hampton, that  being  the  area  mentioned  in  the  agreement.  It  was 
contended  that  the  distance  was  unreasonable,  seeing  that  it  in- 
cluded Birmingham,  where  the  traveller  now  lived,  and  where  the 
plaintiffs  had  no  business.  The  Judge  reduced  the  radius  to  the 
actual  area  covered  by  the  plaintiff's  business. 

Discharge  without  Notice.  -At  the  St.  Austell  County 
Court  on  Monday,  John  Francis  Sullivan  sued  Dr.  W.  Mason, 
medical  officer  of  health,  to  recover  11.  2s.  6d,.,  in  lieu  of  a  week's 
notice.  It  appeared  from  the  plaintiff's  evidence  that  he  had 
been  in  the  defendant's  employ  as  dispenser.  He  was  discharged 
without  notice  on  May  4.  The  defendant  said  that  on  several 
occasions  he  had  to  send  plaintiff  home  because  he  was  the  worse 
for  liquor.  On  the  day  in  question  he  found  him  intoxicated,  and 
discharged  him  without  notice.  It  was  not  a  matter  of  money, 
but  one  of  principle.  Plaintiff  said  he  had  been  a  dispenser  for 
twenty-two  years,  and  had  never  been  treated  in  that  manner 
before.    The  Judge  decided  for  the  defendant. 

Manufacture  of  PJaphtriylamine — Messrs.  Levenstein 
(Limited),  at  their  chemical  works  at  Crumpsall,  manufacture 
naphthylamine,  and  some  of  their  neighbours  complain  of  offensive 
fumes  which  escape  from  the  works.  The  Manchester  Stipendiary, 
on  July  15,  completed  the  hearing  of  a  charge  against  the 
company,  and  held  that  they  committed  a  nuisance.  A  fine  of 
10?.  and  10?.  costs  was  imposed.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  for 
the  defence  it  was  stated  that  what  smell  there  was  must  be  from 
naphthaline.  Mr.  Levenstein,  it  was  added,  is  the  only  manu- 
facturer of  naphthylamine  in  this  country,  and  so  complete  and 
efficient  is  his  plant  that  he  can  compete  in  Germany  with 
German  manufacturers.  To  close  his  works  would  leave  the  trade 
entirely  to  German  chemists,  and  prove  a  distinct  loss  to  British 
industry.  He  had  secured  what  the  Act  of  Parliament  specified — ■ 
the  best  practical  means  of  preventing  a  nuisance  from  the 
emission  of  noxious  fumes,  but  he  was  willing  to  accept  the  sug- 
gestion of  any  qualified  person  appointed  by  the  Court  to  provide 
further  remedies.  His  output  of  naphthylamine  is  40,000  lbs.  per 
week.  By  ceasing  to  rectify  sulphuric  acid  (which  had  previously 
given  annoyance)  the  company  had  lost  1,000?.  a  week  [?  month.], 

High  Court  Cases. 

"  Ivy  "  and  "  Ivory  "  Soaps. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Tuesday,  July  16,  before  Lords 
Justices  Rigby,  Collins,  and  Romer,  the  case  of  Goodwin©, 
the  "Ivory"  Soap  Company  was  heard  on  appeal  of  the 
plaintiffs  from  an  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich,  who  had 
refused  to  grant  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendants 
from  using  the  word  "  Ivory"  in  connection  with  soaps,  and 
from  passing  off  their  soap  as  and  for  the  goods  of  the 
plaintiffs.  Mr.  Warmington,  K.C.,  in  supporting  the  appeal, 
stated  that  the  plaintiffs  were  Messrs.  G.  W.  Goodwin  &  Son, 
of  the  Ivy  Soapworks,  Ordsall  Lane,  Salford,  and  the 
defendants  were  Messrs.  A.  Lamond  and  G.  C.  Lane,  trading 
as  the  Ivory  Soap  Company.  The  defendants  were  the 
English  agents  of  Messrs.  G.  Proctor  &  Gamble,  an  American 
firm  of  soap  manufacturers.  In  December,  1888,  the  plain- 
tiffs introduced  upon  the  English  market,  under  the  name  of 
"Ivy"  soap,  a  ball  soap  that  would  not  sink  in  water,  and 
they  claimed  that  this  was  the  first  English  floating  soap, 
and  so  successful  was  it  that  at  an  expenditure  of  over 
30,000?.  in  advertising  it  was  said  to  have  attained  in  ten 
years  a  sale  of  250  to  300  tons  a  year.  The  defendants  had 
placed  upon  the  English  market  a  floating  soap  under  the 
name  of  "  Ivory,"  and  the  plaintiffs,  having  reason  to  think 
that  the  similarity  of  names  would  cause  confusion  and  lead 
the  public  to  the  belief  that  the  defendants'  soap  was  the 
soap  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture,  were  compelled  to 
seek  for  an  injunction.  The  learned  Judge  in  the  Court 
below  had,  however,  refused  to  grant  it  on  the  ground  that, 
prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  "  Ivy  "  soap,  there  had  been  a 
limited  sale  of  the  defendants'  "  Ivory  "soap in  England,  and 
that,  as  the  plaintiffs  had  no  proprietary  claims  on  the  word 
"  Ivy,"  they  could  not  now  interfere  with  the  defendants' 
trade  in  "  Ivory "  soap  in  this  country.  He  (learned 
counsel)  submitted  that  the  learned  Judge  was  wrong  in 


coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  defendants,  prior  to  the 
introduction  of  "  Ivy  "soap,  had  any  real  trade  in  "Ivory" 
soap  in  this  country.  The  defendants  were  minded  in  1897 
to  make  a  trade  in  this  soap  in  England,  but  before  that  the 
utmost  that  could  be  said  was  that  a  few  tablets  found  their 
way  over  here.  It  was  only  inquired  for  by  a  few  Americans, 
and  trade  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word  there  was  none. 
He  contended  that  in  the  balance  of  evidence  the  plaintiffs 
had  established  their  case,  and  that  an  injunction  ought  to 
be  granted. 

Their  Lordships,  without  calling  upon  the  respondents, 
dismissed  the  appeal,  with  cost?,  on  the  ground  that  there  was 
nothing,  beyond  the  mere  fact  that  there  was  a  certain 
amount  of  similarity  between  the  words  "  Ivy  "  and  "  Ivory" 
if  pronounced  indistinctly,  to  show  that  the  use  by  the 
defendants  of  the  word  "  Ivory "  in  connection  with  their 
soap  was  calculated  to  deceive  the  public. 

The  Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). 

Compounding  and  Selling. 

At  Sligo  on  July  15,  before  the  Mayor  (Alderman  E.  Foley), 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  summoned  Mr.  M. 
Casey,  of  the  Sligo  Drug  Company,  Stephen  Street,  Sligo, 
for  haviog  compounded  a  medical  prescription,  he  not  being 
qualified  in  that  behalf. 

Mr.  Clay  (for  the  Society)  put  the  case  in  a  nutshell  by 
saying  that  unless  the  defendant  was  registered  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  he  could  not  compound  medical 
prescriptions.  The  Society's  inspector  was  sent  all  over 
Ireland,  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  to  prevent  misad- 
venture. They  had  often  heard  and  read  of  accidents 
arising  out  of  unqualified  men  in  chemists'  shops  putting  too 
much  poison  in  a  prescription,  or  perhaps  a  drug  not 
intended.  The  penalty  under  the  Act  was  5?.,  and  was 
irreducible.  Mr.  Casey  was  not  registered,  but  there  was 
no  doubt  he  was  a  member  of  the  limited  company  and  that 
he  compounded  this  medicine  and  sold  it. 

Mr.  John  Doyle  then  gave  evidence  of  taking  a  prescrip- 
tion to  the  shop  and  getting  it  compounded.  Professor 
Tichborne  was  called,  but  Mr.  Fitzgerald  (for  the  defence) 
had  no  questions  to  ask  him.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  contended  the 
prosecution  was  simply  brought  about  through  trade- 
jealousy,  and  that  there  was  no  such  offence  known  to 
law  as  the  compounding  of  medical  prescriptions.  The 
offences,  according  to  the  Act,  were  "  selling,"  or  "  keep- 
ing a  shop  open  for  compounding,"  neither  of  which  was 
charged  against  the  defendant.  The  summons  simply 
charged  the  defendant  with  "  compounding  a  certain 
medical  prescription." 

The  Magistrates  considered  there  was  a  flaw  in  the 
summons,  and  dismissed  the  case,  allowing  the  defendant 
10s.  costs. 

The  second  case  heard  was  against  Mr.  Fred.  Marshall, 
farrier,  Chapel  Street,  Sligo,  for  selling  a  box  of  blistering- 
ointment  containing  poison. 

Mr.  John  Doyle,  Inspector  for  the  Society,  proved  the 
purchase,  and 

Professor  Tichborne  said  he  analysed  the  blister,  and 
found  the  two  chief  ingredients  to  be  cantharides  and  red 
iodide  of  mercury.  These  ingredients  are  scheduled  poisons, 
and  dangerous. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  (for  the  defendant)  :  I  think  we  are  liable 
to  the  penalty  in  this  case. 

The  Magistrates  inflicted  the  full  penalty  of  5?.,  but  no 
costs  wereallowed. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  asked  the  Mayor  if  he  would  give  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  a  reduction  of  the 
penalty. 

The  Mayor :  Certainly. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps  informs  us  that  the  deficiency  in  the  oil 
referred  to  on  page  57  of  our  last  issue  was  7|  per  cent.,  not 
"about  1  per  cent." 

Sealing  the  Sample. 
At  the  County  of  London  Sessions  a  defendant  successfully, 
appealed  against  a  conviction  at  Bow  Street.    His  case  was 
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that  the  glass-stoppered  bottle  was  not  property  sealed. 
The  inspector  had  tied  the  stopper  down  and  sealed  the 
string  with  a  leaden  seal.  In  the  box  the  inspector  was 
asked  to  show  his  method  of  tying  stoppers.  Mr.  Avory,  K.O., 
who  acted  for  the  defence,  by  stretching  the  string  was  able 
to  take  out  the  stopper  without  breaking  the  seal,  and  his 
contention  that  it  was  not  therefore  "sealed  or  fastened  up" 
in  compliance  with  the  Act  was  upheld. 


County  Court  Cases. 

The  Cardiff  County  Court  Judge  had  before  him  last  week 
the  matter  of  Barnett  &  Co.  v.  John  Munday,  in  which 
defendant  had  been  ordered  by  the  Birmingham  County 
Court  to  pay  101.  17s.  4d  to  the  plaintiffs.  His  Honour 
asked  defendant  why  he  had  not  paid. 

Defendant :  I  have  not  been  able  to, 

Mr.  Scott  (for  plaintiffs) :  You  are  a  chemist  ? — Yes, 

In  business  in  High  Street  ? — I  was. 

Have  you  sold  it  ?— I  have  not. 

It  has  been  sold.  Haven't  you  received  a  considerable  amount 
for  it  ? — I  have  not. 

Have  you  received  anything  ? — Not  more  than  about  10?. 

His  Honour :  But  I  cannot  understand  this.  You  say  he  is  a 
chemist,  but  he  is  described  as  being  at  the  Imperial  Hotel  ? 

Mr.  Scott :  That  is  where  he  is  staying  now. 

His  Honour  :  But  who  sold  this  business  ? 

Mr.  Munday  :  It  was  a  High  Court  action. 

His  Honour :  Under  a  sheriff's  order  ? 

Mr.  Munday :  It  was  not  sold  really.  Mr.  Stanfield  carries  it  on 
— he  is  acting  as  receiver. 

His  Honour :  What  was  the  action  ? 

Defendant :  An  ex-parte  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  on  the 

business.    Last  week  my  petition  was  filed. 

His  Honour  :  But  for  what  reason  was  this  

Defendant :  I  can't  understand  it.    Counsel  told  me  that  they 

never  heard  such  a  case,  and  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  could  not 

understand  it. 

His  Honour :  But  he  made  the  order.  He  must  have  under- 
stood it.  (Laughter.) 

Defendant :  That  is  what  he  said,  sir.  (Laughter.) 

His  Honour :  I  don't  understand  this  business,  Mr.  Scott. 

Mr.  Munday :  It  will  all  come  out  soon.  My  petition  was  filed 
last  week. 

His  Honour :  Whose  petition  ? 

The  Official  Receiver:  A  creditor's  petition,  your  Honour. 
His  Honour  :  This  had  better  stand  over.    I  don't  understand 
it.    He  is  your  own  witness,  Mr.  Scott. 
Mr.  Scott :  Are  you  going  to  oppose  the  petition  ? 
Mr.  Munday  ;  No,  sir. 

His  Honour  then  adjourned  the  case.

One  reason  for  the 
decrease  was  that  some  of  the  shipments  which  they  were 
advised  to  send  out  to  South  Africa  had  not  turned  out  as 
advantageously  as  they  had  expected  Since  last  meeting 
Mr.  George  H.  Burroughs,  of  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool,  had 
joined  the  board.  The  Chairman  also  mentioned  that, 
following  the  policy  which  they  had  laid  down,  they  had 
granted  an  increase  in  salary  to  several  assistants  whose 
length  of  service  and  assiduity  merited  this  recognition,  and 
to  counterbalance  this  they  had  saved  a  considerable  amount 
on  advertisements,  the  expenditure  for  which  would  now  be 
limited  to  the  season  when  the  preparations  sold  by  the 
company  were  in  demand.  Mr.  Ed.  J.  Rolls  seconded  the 
motion,  and  a  shareholder  asked  if  it  was  not  a  serious 
matter  that  the  dividend  had  dropped  from  15  per  cent,  to 
3|  per  cent. ;  and  the  Chairman,  in  replying,  said  the  state- 
ment was  incorrect — they  had  never  paid  15  per  cent. ;  the 
highest  dividend  had  not  exceeded  10  per  cent.  In  answer 
to  another  shareholder,  the  Chairman  said  the  3,000?.  which 
had  been  invested  was  the  unexpended  balance  of  a  call 
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made  to  meet  certain  advertising  costs  which  had  not  been 
required  for  the  purpose.  The  report  was  then  adopted. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  was  re-elected  a  director  of  the  company. 
In  the  course  of  his  reply  of  thanks,  Mr.  Gibson  mentioned 
that  when  he  joined  the  board  he  discovered  that  serious 
losses  were  sustained  through  the  explosion,  arising  from  the 
decomposition  of  the  contents,  of  a  heavy  percentage  of 
bottles  sent  abroad.  He  thought  it  his  duty  as  a  chemist  to 
try  to  set  that  matter  right,  and  he  was  able  to  do  so  within 
a  week  without  the  slightest  deterioration  of  the  quality  of 
the  preparation,  and  now  no  such  damage  was  known.  Mr. 
John  Holroyd  was  re-elected  auditor.

THE  fourth  ordinary  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders 
of  this  company  was  held  on  July  18  in  the  Throne 
Room  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  Mr.  Frederick  Gordon  (the 
Chairman)  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 
balance-sheet  (see  C.  <f  D.,  July  13,  page  58),  said  he  con- 
sidered the  record  of  the  year  to  be  an  exceedingly  satis- 
factory one,  inasmuch  as  the  company  had  made  10,000Z. 
more  profit  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  enormous 
increase  in  the  sales  of  Apollinaris  water  would  at 
once  be  seen  when  he  stated  that  since  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1899,  the  sales  had  increased  by  over 
four  million  bottles.  On  the  question  of  the  general  policy 
of  the  directors,  he  thought  he  was  entitled  to  claim  that  it 
was  both  a  wise  and  a  solid  one.  They  sought  to  increase 
the  solidarity  of  the  company  rather  than  pay  the  addi- 
tional 1  per  cent,  they  could  have  done,  and  hence  the 
amount  that  had  been  placed  to  the  reserve  account.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

In  reply  to  a  shareholder,  the  Chairman  said  the  sales  of 
Johannis  during  the  year  had  not  increased,  but  the  amal- 
gamation of  the  Johannis  Company  with  the  Apollinaris 
Company  had  been  undoubtedly  the  means  of  increasing  the 
sales  of  the  latter. 

The  report  was  then  unanimously  adopted.  Viscount 
Duncannon  was  re-elected  a  director  of  the  company,  and 
the  proceedings  terminated  with  votes  of  thanks.

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TO-DAY  (Thursday,  July  18),  the  members  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trades'  Asssociation  are  holding  their 
annual  meeting,  under  ideal  conditions,  at  Chingford,  thus 
combining  pleasure  and  business,  and  the  study  of  health 
(their  own)  and  wealth  (which  should  be  theirs).  We  shall 
tell  next  week  how  they  got  on.    Meanwhile  we  deal  with  the 

Annual  Reports. 

That  of  the  P.A.T.A.  states  that  a  steady  advancement  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year  in  consolidating  the  main 
object  of  the  Association — the  prevention  of  extreme  cutting 
in  proprietary  articles.  Proprietors  are  now  more  ready  to 
fall  in  with  suggestions  as  to  the  limitation  of  cut  prices 
than  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  and  this  change  of  condition 
is  claimed  to  be  due  mainly  to  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  for  better 
results  a  larger  membership  is  desirable.  The  number  of 
articles  on  the  protected  list  has  steadily  increased  during 
the  past  year,  and  regret  is  expressed  that  some  articles  have 
net  been  included  in  the  list,  because  of  the  insufficiency  of 
the  profit  on  them,  the  proprietors  being  unable  to  arrange 
even  the  minimum  profits  allowed  by  the  Association.  The 
"  shop-list  "  has  decreased,  and  the  question  of  withholding 
supplies  has  been  considerably  simplified  by  the  removal  of 
certain  large  firms  equivalent  to  withdrawing  about  250 
retail  shops  from  that  list.  A  feature  of  the  past  year's  work 
has  been  the  adjustment  of  mutual  agreements  in  certain 
districts,  whereby  prices  have  been  fixed  for  proprietary 
articles  containing  poisons  which  are  not  on  the  Association's 
list.  These  in  some  cases  have  been  arranged  locally  by  the 
registered  chemists  themselves,  and  include  such  things  as 
Bow's  Liniment,  Bromidia,  Fellows's  Syrup,  and  Winslow's 
Syrup.  Kef  erence  is  also  made  in  the  report  to  the  new  form  of 
cutting,  in  the  shape  of  "Soap  clubs,"  which  was  dealt  with 
by  the  Executive  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  instances  of 
the  Association's  work  are  given.  During  the  past  year 
eighteen  firms  have  joined  the  manufacturers'  section  of  the 
Association,  and  there  have  been  a  few  withdrawals.  A 
substantial  addition  has  been  made  to  the  membership  of 
the  retail  section.  Mention  is  made  of  the  decision  in  the 
case  of  Elliman  v.  Carrington,  whereby  the  High  Courts  have 
established  that  the  Elliman  anti-cutting  agreement  is 
enforceable  in  a  court  of  law.  The  financial  statement  is  as

The  first  annual  report  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion (Limited)  states  that  nearly  1,200  chemists  have  joined 
this  offshoot  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  insuring  bstween  them  1,400 
retail  shops.  In  its  nineteen  months'  existence  the  C.D.A. 
has  defended  or  assisted  in  the  defence  of  nineteen  legal 
cases,  seventeen  of  which  were  offences  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts.    In  twelve  of  these  cases  the  sum- 


monses were  dismissed,  and  two  of  the  seven  convictions 
were  for  offences  which  the  Magistrate  characterised  as 
exceedingly  technical.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
wholesale  houses  were  really  responsible  for  three  of  the 
seven  convictions  recorded  against  the  retailers.  The  Asso- 
ciation has  been  conoerned  in  two  appeal  cases  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  In  the  first,  dealing  with  the 
division  of  samples,  the  Judges  took  the  view  advocated  by 
the  Association,  while  the  second  case  had  to  be  abandoned 
owing  to  the  death  of  the  defendant.  The  free  advice  given 
to  members  by  the  Association's  solicitor  has  been  much 
appreciated  and  is  well  taken  advantage  of.  The  directors 
have  had  to  deal  with  a  number  of  claims  for  damages 
brought  against  members  in  consequence  of  alleged 
errors  in  dispensing  and  selling  medicines.  Some  of  these 
claims  promised  to  be  serious,  but  by  vigorous  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Association  in  every  case  but  two  threatened 
actions  were  abandoned.  In  one  of  these  the  membership 
had  not  been  sufficiently  long  to  claim  the  amount  of 
damages  from  the  Association,  but  the  member  was  fully 
advised  throughout,  free  of  cost,  by  the  Association's  solicitor. 
In  the  other  case  the  Association  was  able  to  settle  by  payment 
of  a  small  sum,  and  the  action  was  not  brought  into  Court.  The 
directors,  with  the  help  of  the  Association's  solicitor,  have 
drawn  up  a  method,  giving  a  minimum  of  trouble  to  whole- 
salers and  retailers,  whereby  warranties  for  all  goods 
purchased  may  be  obtained.  Particulars  of  this  arrange- 
ment will  be  published  to  members  forthwith. 

The  balance-sheet  shows  that  1,048  shares  have  been 
issued  and  5s.  paid  on  each  (262Z.),  as  well  as  15s.  allotment- 
money.

Shops  (Early-closing)  Bill. 

The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords 
on  the  early-closing  of  shops  was  approved  on  June  27,  after 
amendments,  by  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  the  Marquis  of 
Salisbury,  and  the  Earl  of  Hardwicke.  The  report  consists 
of  fifteen  paragraphs,  to  the  following  effect : — 

1.  The  Committee  examined  eighty-six  witnesses,  sixty-two 
representing  important  tradesmen's  associations  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

2.  The  evidence  was  restricted,  for  the  most  part,  to  representa- 
tives of  public  authorities  and  voluntary  organisations. 

3.  The  evidence  satisfied  the  Committee  that  the  subject  is  of 
urgent  importance,  and  that  the  evils  show  no  sufficient  sign  of 
amendment.  In  many  places  shops  are  open  eighty  to  ninety 
hours  per  week,  and  work  is  done  after  they  are  shut. 

4.  It  is  almost  self  evident  that  such  long  hours  are  injurious, 
and  often  ruinous  to  health,  especially  in  the  case  of  women, 

5.  The  highest  medical  testimony  is  adduced  as  to  this. 

6.  Sir  W.  MacCormac's  decided  evidence  on  the  point  (C.  &  D., 
May  4,  page  740)  is  quoted. 

7.  Ditto. 

8.  Sir  W.  Selby  Church,  the  President  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians, gave  similar  evidence. 

9.  Such  serious  warnings  from  the  heads  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion cannot  safely  be  disregarded.  ', 

10.  By  evidence,  petition,  or  resolution  the  Committee  had  the 
views  of  a  large  number  of  tradesmen's  associations.  Of  these, 
over  290  are  in  favour  of  the  Early-closing  Bill.  The  only  trades- 
men's associations  against  the  Bill  were  the  off-licence  holders 
and  the  London  pawnbrokers. 

11.  The  witnesses  were  generally  of  opinion  that  little  more 
could  be  expected  from  voluntary  action,  and  that  nothing  short 
of  legislation  would  be  effective. 

12.  While  deploring  the  long  hours,  they  explained  clearly  that, 
for  fear  of  losing  custom,  shopkeepers  were  unwilling  to  shut  their 
doors  while  their  neighbours  were  open,  though  they  were  anxious 
to  do  so  provided  the  closing  were  general 

13.  The  evils  of  late-closing  press  with  especial  severity  on  the 
owners  of  small  shops,  and  the  Committee  were  assured  by  the  large 
majority  of  witnesses  conversant  with  the  facts  that  the  small 
tradesmen  were  as  anxious  as,  or  even  more  anxious  than,  the 
richer  shopkeepers  for  some  legislation  which  would  enable  them 
to  shorten  hours. 

14.  Deals  with  the  poorest  class  of  purchasers  or  consumers. 
The  Committee  endeavoured  to  ascertain,  by  indirect  evidence, 
whether  a  reasonable  curtailment  of  hours  would  inflict  any 
serious  inconvenience  on  any  class  of  the  community.  The  co- 
operative stores,  even  those  which  endeavour  to  cater  for  the  very 
poor,  they  find  invariably  close  early,  and  their  representatives 
assured  the  Committee  that  this  was  in  no  way  inconvenient  to 
their  customers.  This  was  otherwise  corroborated,  and  many 
witnesses  also  expressed  a  strong  desire  that  the  law  relating  to 
Sunday  trading  should  be  strengthened  by  applying  to  it  the 
scale  of  fines  contained  in  the  present  Early-closing  Bill. 

15.  The  Committee  was  convinced  that  the  earlier  closing 
would  be  an  immense  boon  to  shopkeepers  and  their  assistants, 
and  recommend  that  town  councils  should  be  empowered  to  make 
provisional  orders  regulating  the  closing  of  shops.  [Full  text  of 
this  recommendation  on  page  88.] 

Arsenic  in  Beer. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  12  Mr.  Balfour,  in 
reply  to  Mr.  Purvis  (Peterborough),  said  he  was  informed  an 
interim  of  the  Royal  Commission  now  sitting  might  be 
expected  in  the  course  of  the  present  week  dealing  with  that 
part  of  the  reference  which  is  connected  with  arsenic. 

Mond  Gas  Bill. 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  11 
and  12  considered  this  Bill.  Evidence  was  given  by  Sir  F. 
Bramwell,  Professor  Dewar,  Professor  Threlfall  and  others, 
and  it  was  stated  that  the  Mond  gas  can  only  be  used  for 
heating  and  power  purposes,  and  not  as  an  illuminant.  In 
its  process  of  manufacture  from  slack,  which  costs  in  normal 
times  about  6a-.  a  ton,  as  much  sulphate  of  ammonia  is 
obtained  per  ton  as  would  fetch  4«.  6d.  thus  reducing  the 
cost  to  about  Is.  6d.  per  ton.  The  object  of  the  Bill  is  to 
establish  five  different  stations  at  which  to  manufacture  and 
distribute  the  gas  throughout  South  Staffordshire.  In  this 
district  the  cost  of  ordinary  coal  gas  is  about  2s.  per  1,000 
cubic  feet.    Mond  gas  could  be  produced  and  sold  at  2d, 
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per  1,000,  and  though  manufacturers  would  have  to  burn 
four  times  as  much  Mond  gas  as  coal-gas  to  obtain  the  same 
results,  the  relative  prices  then  stood  at  8d.  to  2s,  The 
Committee  found  the  preamble  of  the  Bill  proved,  but 
directed  some  slight  alterations  to  be  made  in  the  Bill,  which 
was  further  considered  during  the  present  week. 


Zbe  1bapp\>  Xanfc  for  Chemists. 


DURING  a  recent  visit  to  Denmark,  Norway,  and  Sweden 
I  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  something  of  the 
happy  position  of  pharmacy  there.  It  is  practically  a  close 
corporation,  much  in  the  nature  of  a  Trust.  Licences  are 
under  control  of  the  body  which  corresponds  to  our  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  the  number  of  them  is  only  very 
sparingly  increased  with  the  population.  Except  for  this 
slight  expansion  a  new  licence  is  never  issued,  unless  where 
an  old  one  has  become  extinguished  through  the  death  of 
the  holder  or  his  retirement  from  business.  The  whole  trade 
acts  together ;  prices  are  fixed  by  agreement ;  cutting  is 
unknown  ;  and  one  chemist  will  not  bid  against  another  in 
any  way.  Chemists  do  not  prescribe,  and  doctors,  who  work 
hand-in-hand  with  the  chemists,  do  not  dispense.  By  way  of 
reciprocation  for  this  abstinence,  chemists  will  not  put  up  a 
prescription  by  any  foreign  doctor,  nor  will  they  repeat 
prescriptions.  Consequently,  the  patient  has  to  pay  a  fresh 
fee  to  the  doctor  every  time  he  needs  a  fresh  bottle  of 
medicine— a  happy  state  of  affairs  for  the  druggists  and 
doctors,  but  hardly  generous  to  the  public. 

As  for  proprietary  medicines,  they  are  practically  ex- 
cluded ;  the  doctors,  naturally,  do  not  want  them,  and  the 
chemists  are  not  going  to  encourage  the  sale  of  proprietaries, 
even  at  full  face-prices,  to  the  discouragement  of  dispens- 
ing. Consequently  these  northern  wildernesses  are  prac- 
tically deprived  of  the  inestimable  benefit  conferred  upon 
more  appreciative  publics  by  the  enterprising  vendors  of 
proprietary  medicines. 

One  effect  of  the  peculiar  adjustment  of  the  prices  to 
avoid  competition  is  that  a  prescription  taken  in  to  be 
dispensed  is  often  charged  a  very  odd  price,  the  prices  of  the 
drugs  being  calculated  out  to  a  fine  point,  as  if  a  chemist 
here  should  charge  Is.  l\d.  for  a  mixture.  They  do  not  have 
a  set  price  for  all  mixtures,  but  figure  them  out  according 
to  the  drugs  contained  in  them.  This  does  not  prevent  the 
profit  being  large. 

Naturally,  the  pharmacies  of  these  countries  are  palatial 
establishments,  and  the  fortunes  accumulated  by  their  happy 
proprietors  are  enormous.  Lest  by  any  chance  any  foreigner 
should  get  a  look-in  at  the  drug-trade,  the  Custom-house 
will  not  sanction  entry  of  chemicals  used  in  pharmacy 
except  to  licensed  pharmacists.  Patent  medicines  are  by 
law  only  permitted  to  be  sold  on  a  doctor's  prescription, 
and  are  stopped  at  the  Custom-house  except  when  addressed 
to  a  registered  pharmacist.  Happy  chemists  of  Scandinavial

fiDeoical  Gleanings. 


Kelene. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Ipswich  Clinical  Society,  Mr. 
C.  K.  Mosely  demonstrated  the  use  of  "  kelene  "  upon  two 
patients.  In  the  discussion  which  followed,  the  general 
opinion  was  that  the  anaesthetic  was  unsatisfactory,  inasmuch 
as  there  was  great  difficulty  in  knowing  when  ansesthesia 
was  complete,  the  patient  being  in  some  cases  quite  conscious, 
but  being  powerless  to  move. 

Bromine  in  Epilepsy. 

In  cases  where  a  bromide  cannot  well  be  tolerated  in 
large  doses  bromine  is  recommended  to  be  used.  One  grain 
of  bromine  is  equal  to  2  gr.  of  bromide  salts  from  a  thera- 
peutic standpoint.  The  bromine  can  be  dissolved  in  sesame 
oil,  which  in  its  turn  can  be  emulsified  with  gum  acacia. 
Care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  loss  of  bromine  when  making 
up  the  oil.    [Bromipin  seems  the  right  thing  to  give. — Ed.] 

Sidonal 

is  a  patented  preparation  said  to  consist  of  quinate  of  pipera- 
zine.  It  is  in  the  form  of  white  crystalline  granules,  and  is 
used  as  a  uric-acid  solvent  in  gout  and  allied  affections.  It 
is  stated  that  quinic  acid  retards  the  production  and  not 
merely  the  excretion  of  uric  acid.  A  correspondent  of  the 
British  Medical  Journal  did  not  find  it  of  the  slightest  use 
in  a  well-marked  case  of  recurrent  gout  in  which  it  was 
tried.    The  cost  of  the  remedy  is  considerable. 

Enteric-fever  Immunity. 

Mr.  B.  A.  Nicol,  in  a  paper  communicated  to  the  Zancct, 
brings  cases  forward  which  go  to  show  that  the  general 
impression  that  an  attack  of  enteric  fever  confers  some 
degree  of  immunity  upon  a  patient  against  further  attacks 
of  the  same  disease  is  not  well  founded.  Experience  with 
the  forces  in  South  Africa  has  convinced  Mr.  Nicol  that 
the  Widal  test,  valuable  as  it  is  from  a  diagnostic  point  of 
view,  is  disappointing  as  a  trustworthy  protection  from  the 
disease.  Efforts  at  prevention  should  in  no  way  be 
relaxed. 

Blue  Urine. 

Mr.  John  Good  relates  in  The  Lancet  a  case  of  a  patient 
who  passed  urine  of  a  peacock-blue  colour  for  a  few  days. 
As  the  patient  had  not  taken  anything  to  account  for  the 
colour  of  his  urine  Mr.  Good  thinks  from  the  symptoms  that 
it  was  a  case  of  duodenal  indigestion,  and  accounts  for  the 
colour  as  follows  :— 

Trypsin  in  the  small  intestine  breaks  up  proteid  into 
peptone,  peptone  into  leucine  and  tyrosin,  and  further  into 
indol,  phenol,  and  other  bodies.  Indol  by  the  putrefactive 
action  of  bacillus  coli  in  the  intestine  forms  indican — i.e., 
potassium  indoxyl  sulphate.  When  urine  boiled  with 
hydrochloric  acid  gives  a  pink  colour  as  the  present  sample 
did  it  indicates  that  indican  is  present  in  excess.  Indican 
turns  indigo-blue  by  oxidation.    An  analyst  to  whom  a

sample  of  the  urine  was  sent  suggested  that  the  colour  was 
due  to  methylene  blue,  but  the  patient  had  not  taken  any 
of  the  dye  not  any  other  drug  which  could  account  for  the 
coloured  urine. 

Warts. 

The  following  application  for  the  treatment  of  warts, 
which  has  been  found  to  answer  well,  is  given  in  a  recent 
number  of  the  British  Medical  Journal : —

Paint  over  the  warts  once  daily.  After  a  few  applications 
the  warts  peel  off,  leaving  a  small  open  sore,  which  heals 
quickly  if  dressed  with  a  simple  ointment.

X-RAYS  AT  THE  WAR. 

Mr.  Hall-Edwards  has  been  complaining  that  the  medical 
department  of  the  War  Office  took  little  interest  in  radio- 
graphy, and  only  provided  for  its  practice  in  the  present 
campaign  in  a  very  imperfect  manner.  Col.  W.  F.  Stevenson, 
Professor  of  Surgery  at  Netley,  writes  to  the  Lancet  to 
correct  a  false  impression  which  the  criticism  might  convey. 
He  says  : — "  The  x  ray  department  which  Mr.  Hall-Edwards 
recommends  for  the  Army  is  (and  has  been  for  some  years) 
in  existence  here,  and  the  methods  of  localisation  and 
radiography  are  already  being  properly  taught.  The  appa- 
ratus used  here  (Netley)  as  well  as  that  sent  to  South  Af  i  ica, 
had  the  approval  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  Davidson,  a  strong 
evidence  for  its  correctness  and  completeness,  as  no  surgeon 
or  electrician  has  done  as  much  as  he  has  for  the  improve- 
ment and  development  of  aj-ray  procedures.  The  present 
campaign  is  not  the  only  one  in  which  x  ray  work  has  been 
done  by  officers  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps,  as  good 
results  were  also  obtained  in  the  last  Soudan  war.  No  one 
in  these  days  is  likely  to  neglect  the  advantages  of  radio- 
graphy, and  least  of  all  the  medical  department  of  the  War 
Office." 

Pruritus  Ani. 

Sir  William  M.  Banks,  M.D.,  the  well  known  Liverpool 
surgeon,  delivered  an  address  before  the  Hunterian  Society 
on  the  neglect  of  actual  cautery,  and  especially  dealing  with 
its  use  in  pruritus  ani.  In  the  course  of  the  address,  which 
is  published  in  full  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  of 
March  9,  Sir  Wdliam  states  that  "  with  respect  to  treatment 
it  may  be  broadly  said  there  are  very  few  drugs  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  which  have  not  been  made  use  of  for  purposes 
of  cure.  Yet  there  has  been  no  one  of  them  so  satisfactory 
as  to  come  into  general  use,  for  every  practitioner  pins  his 
faith  to  his  own  remedies.  I  think  I  have  found  most  good 
from  getting  the  patient  to  sit  for  some  minutes  before 
getting  into  bed  in  very  hot  water  and  then  to  dab  the 
affected  parts  with  as  strong  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  as 
he  can  bear.  Solutions  of  potassium  cyanide  and  silver 
nitrate  have  also  been  of  use  in  a  few  cases.  From  greasy 
applications  I  have  never  got  any  good.  Regulation  of  the 
diet,  so  as  to  make  it  as  non-stimulant  and  consequently  as 
little  irritating  as  possible  is  a  very  reasonable  proceeding. 
But  there  is  a  certain  limited  number  of  cases  upon  which 
no  drugging  or  dieting  seems  to  have  the  least  effect." 
He  gives  particulars  of  a  number  of  cases  in  which  the 
actual  cautery  has  been  used  with  wonderful  success.  The 
patient  is  chloroformed  and  placed  in  the  lithotomy  position 
and  the  skin  for  an  inch  and  a  half  round  the  anal  orifice 
well  frizzled  by  means  of  a  large  bulbous-headed  cautery.

The  differences  between  the  first  and 
second  editions  are  slight,  and  are  covered  by  less  than  two 
pages  of  print.  The  most  notable  difference  is  a  change  in 
the  side-titles  of  paragraphs,  which  are  now  in  black  type, 
somewhat  after  the  style  of  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing."  The 
book  is  very  readable,  because  it  is  the  work  of  a  man  who 
knows  from  practice  what  he  writes  about,  also  what  dis- 
pensers want  to  know,  and  the  facts  are  marshalled,  on  the 
whole,  in  an  excellent  manner. 

A  Manual  of  Organic  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacognosy. 
By  Lucius  E.  Sayrb.  Second  edition.  Revised  by 
William  C.  Stevens.  9x5§.  Pp.  xvi  +  684.  Man- 
chester :  John  K.  King  &  Son. 
This  is  one  of  the  best-devised  students'  manuals  of 
materia  medica  that  we  know  of.  The  monographs  are  divided 
into  paragraphs  on  "  botanical  characteristics,"  "  source," 
"description  of  drug,"  "adulterations,"  "constituents," 
"action  and  uses,"  "official  preparations"  in  U.S.A.,  and 
allied  articles  or  subjects  are  treated  in  subsidiary  para- 
graphs. The  information  is  given  as  a  rule  without  ver- 
bosity, facts  being  presented  clearly  and  emphasised  where 
necessary.  The  illustrations  are  good.  Unfortunately  there 
are  indications  of  carelessness  in  the  book,  some  facts  being 
misstated — e.g.,  that  cephaeline  is  the  emetic  principle  and 
emetine  the  expectorant  principle  of  ipecacuanha.  A  mono- 
graph on  histology  and  microtechnique  by  Professor  Stevens 
is  included:  It  seems  to  us  a  pity  that  a  book  so  nicely 
produced  should  be  in  many  parts  behind  the  knowledge 
of  the  times — a,  circumstance  due  chiefly  to  insufficient 
attention  to  the  commerce  of  drugs  and  to  over-reliance 
upon  academic  sources  of  information. 

King's  American  Dispensatory.  By  Harvey  Wickes  Felter, 
M.D.,  and  John  Uri  Lloyd,  Phr.M.  Ph  D  In  two 
volumes.  Vol.  II.  10£  x  6J.  viii  +  905  to  2172  with 
57  pp.  index.  Cincinnati :  The  Ohio  Valley  Company. 
London :  Potter  &  Clarke. 
This  volume  completes  the  third  revision  of  the  eighteenth 
edition  of  this  well-known  dispensatory.  Dr.  King  was  the 
founder  of  the  so-called  eclectic  school  of  medical  treatment, 
and  the  first  medical  practitioner  to  make  a  thorough  study 
of  American  materia  medica.  Although  he  was  not  a  man 
much  above  the  average  in  scientific  attainments,  he  had 
keen  powers  of  observation  and  a  catholicity  of  judgment 
which  were  eminently  favourable  to  the  introduction  of 
newer  materia  medica.  Consequently  the  information  in 
respect  to  American  plants  and  eclectic  remedies  given  in 
the  book  is  excellent,  but,  so  far  as  materia  medica  generally 
is  concerned,  the  book  is  not  specially  distinguished  ;  in  fact, 
as  we  have  previously  had  occasion  to  indicate,  in  some 
instances  the  revisers  repeat  information  that  is  archaic,  and 
miss  the  important  advances  of  the  present  generation. 
Perhaps  there  is  not  any  materia- medica  book  which 
contains  such  copious  information  in  regard  to  the  literature 
of  drugs  on  the  pharmaceutical  side  combined  with  copious 
information  respecting  medicinal  action  from  all  schools 
of  medical  treatment.  It  contains  formulas  for  the  com- 
pounded medicines  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  as  well  as  the  National  Formulary, 
and  new  remedies  of  the  synthetic  class  are  adequately 
considered.  The  Appendix  contains  the  U.S. P.  list  of  re- 
agents and  other  analytical  data,  besides  a  vocabulary  of 
prescription-terms,  comparison  of  thermometric  scales, 
tables  of  doses,  and  other  miscellaneous  matter.  The  two 
volumes  make  a  good  reference-book,  but  more  bulky  than  is 
appreciated  in  the  United  Kingdom.  We  think  the  publishers 
would  be  well  advised  before  issuing  another  edition  to  have 
every  page  of  the  work  considered  with  the  view  to  elimina- 
ting statements  that  are  no  longer  consistent  with  present- 
day  knowledge,  and  especially  adding  new  facts  and 
bringing  the  light  of  modern  discoveries  to  bear  upon  old 
knowledge.    The  two  volumes  cost  11.  17s.  6d.

The  ointment  was  the  only  thing  that  bothered  me,  not  because 
of  any  difficulty  in  making,  but  for  the  time  it  took  me.  Needless 
to  say  I  was  nervous,  could  not  find  the  utensils  I  wanted,  and 
altogether  was  as  much  "  bushed  "  as  if  I  had  lost  my  way  in  a 
blue- gum  forest.  At  about  12.40  I  began  to  feel  I  would  have 
things  finished  just  in  time,  when  Mr.  Peck,  who  had  been  ex- 
tremely kind  and  patient,  although  I  must  have  worried  him  with 
my  continual  inquiries,  came  to  me  and  asked  if  he  might  see 
some  of  my  work.  He  took  the  suppositories  first,  and  I  need 
hardly  tell  you  how  elated  and  comfortable  I  felt  when  I  heard 
him  say,  "  First-class  !  Perfect !  "  At  ten  minutes  to  the  time, 
although  I  had  still  to  put  the  ung.  into  a  pot  and  wrap  the 
lotion,  I  was  told  I  could  go. 

In  the  afternoon  I  had  to  estimate  the  percentage  of  As203  in 
the  sample  given,  with  -5^  solution  of  iodine.  My  readings  were 
68'96  and  69'1  per  cent.  The  salt  I  found  to  be  calcium  chloride 
mixed  with  sulphur. 

On  the  second  day  there  were,  as  the  Irishman  says,  many 
absent  faces  present.  I  was  sent  to  Dr.  Thomson  for  chemistry. 
I  cannot  add  more  to  the  praise  which  nearly  every  student  has 
for  "  dear  old  Thomson."  He  told  me  I  had  done  excellently  at 
my  practical  work,  and  hoped  I  would  do  well  that  day.  Asked 
me  first  about  hydrogen,  with  regard  to  its  relations  to  other 
compounds,  atomic  volume.  When  two  or  more  gases  combine, 
what  volume  of  the  compound  is  obtained  ?  The  action  of  various 
acids  on  Fe,  Zn,  Sn,  Pb,  Cu,  &c.  Methods  of  obtaining  metals 
from  their  ores — examples  of  same.  Then  came  organic : 
benzin,  nitrobenzin,  aniline,  acetamide,  phenol ;  how  obtained  ? 
What  is  amine  ?  and  an  amide  ?  "  That  will  do  nicely,  thank 
you  ;  I  hope  you  will  do  as  well  at  your  other  subjects."  I  felt  less 
shaky  when  I  sat  down  on  the  funking-form,  but  wished  the 
Council  could  see  fit  to  allow  candidates  to  have  a  magazine  or 
some  light  reading  to  while  away  what  seemed  an  interminable 
interval. 

Next  I  went  to  Professor  Farmer.  Here  are  some  of  his 
questions  : — "  What  is  a  vascular  bundle  ?  What  is  a  sieve-tube  ? 
What  food  is  conveyed  by  them  ?  Why  is  a  tap-root  thickened  ?  " 
I  was  three  minutes  with  him,  and  will  pass  over  prescription- 
reading  and  pharmacy.  In  materia  medica  I  had  Mr.  Farr,  who 
greeted  me  cheerily.  "  Put  your  best  foot  first,"  said  he.  I  had 
to  recognise  a  lot  of  things  before  getting  to  the  "odd  box."  I 
picked  up  some  bits  of  aconite-root,  one  of  which  I  thought  was 
"  made  in  Germany."  The  other  was  an  aconite-root,  but  which 
kind  I  could  not  say.  He  told  me  it  was  Japanese.  I  had  not 
a  single  natural  order  or  habitat,  and  did  not  long  for  either. 

Mr.  Allen,  the  Vice-President,  told  me  not  only  that  I  had 
passed  well,  but  had  headed  the  list  for  the  day.  I  did  not  wait 
for  any  more.  I  thought  I  had  done  very  well  at  my  first  and 
only  attempt.  '  (140/90.) 

It  strikes  us  as  curious  that  we  have  not  received  accounts 
from  candidates  who  got  practical  chemistry  first.

The  manufacturing-bark 
contained  a  percentage  of  5-91  per  cent,  quinine  sulphate, 
against  5'55  per  cent,  in  the  previous  auction,  and  an 
average  of  5-26  per  cent,  for  the  previous  ten  auctions  of 
1900.  Of  the  above  4,974  packages,  4,584  packages  sold,  at 
an  average  unit  of  9c.  per  half-kilo.,  against  10.45c.  per  half- 
kilo,  paid  at  the  auction  on  June  13.  The  following  were 
the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased  by  the 
principal  buyers: — The  EDglish  and  American  factories,  who 
purchased  the  equivalent  of  9,314  kilos. ;  the  Brunswick 
factory,  3,648  kilos. ;  the  Mannheim  and  Amsterdam  fac- 
tories, 3,958  kilos. ;  the  Frankfort-on-Main  and  Stuttgart 
factories,  3  039  kilos. ;  and  various  buyers,  2,360  kilos.  The 
pricps  paid  for  the  manufacturing-bark  ranged  from  13£c.

Unpunctual  Brokers. 

The  Mincing  Lane  drug-auctions  are  supposed  to  commence  at 
10.30  a.m.  every  alternate  Thursday.  When  the  time  arrived 
this  morning  for  the  sales  to  begin  there  was  a  fairly  crowded 
room  of  wholesale  druggists,  merchants,  and  brokers  present,  but 
Messrs.  Lewis  &  Peat,  who  wf  re  first  on  the  list  to  sell.,  failed 
to  put  in  an  appearance.  There  were  audible  expressions  of 
disapproval  from  all  parts  of  the  room  as  the  minutes  went  on 
and  the  brokers  did  not  appear.  The  second  broker  was  called 
upon,  but  his  catalogue  not  having  arrived  he  was  not  able  to 
oiler  his  goods  at  the  moment.  Thereupon,  at  10.40,  Mr.  F. 
Harwood  Leseher,  as  the  senior  wholesale  druggist  present,  after 
conferring  with  the  other  wholesale  druggists,  mounted  the 
rostrum  and  proposed  that  as  they  had  waited  ten  minutes  after 
the  usual  time  and  no  broker  had  arrived  to  sell,  that  the 
auctions  be  now  adjourned.  There  were  cries  of  "  Yes,  yes," 
from  a  number  of  those  present,  and  the  wholesale  druggists, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  left  the  room.  At  this  stage  Mr. 
Bates  (S.  Figgis  &  Co.)  immediately  occupied  the  pulpit  and  com- 
menced his  sale.  Simultaneously,  the  delinquent  broker,  Mr. 
Andrew  Devitt  (Lewis  &  Peat),  arrived,  and,  Mr.  Bates  giving 
way,  the  former  offered  his  apologies  for  having  mistaken  the 
time  of  the  auctions.  The  apology  was  accepted,  apparently, 
and  most  of  the  wholesale  druggists  returned  to  the  room.  It 
was,  however,  noticeable  that  neither  Mr.  Leseher  nor  Mr,  Horner 
attended  the  sales  again  duriDg  the  day. 


Later  Mr.  Green  (Brookes  &  Greei)  referred  to  the  matter  by 
saying  that  it  was  a  decided  hardship  on  following  brokers 
that  they  should  suffer  by  the  absence  of  buyers  owing  to  the 
action  of  the  first  seller  not  being  there  to  time.  His  opinion 
was  that  if  a  broker  were  not  there  punctually  he  should  take  his 
place  at  the  end  of  the  list. 


London  Drug-auctions. 

The  sales  to-day  consisted  of  new  and  second-hand  goods,  for 
which  there  was  little  demand,  and  prices  generally  were  in 
buyers'  favour.

Scotch  Apprentices. 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  July  13  appears  a  letter  from  that 
many-sided  pharmacist,  Mr.  James  Reid,  on  the  apprentice- 
ship-question in  Scotland.  I  do  not  know  in  what  part  of 
Scotland  Mr.  Reid  finds  the  conditions  he  speaks  of.  I  can 
speak  of  the  east  coast  from  personal  experience  and  obser- 
vation, and  am  quite  certain  that  there,  at  least,  the  appren- 
tice has  always  been  a  medium  for  cheap  labour.  My  own 
training  commenced  in  a  shop  which  keeps  one  assistant 
to  five  apprentices,  and  for  two  and  a  half  years  my  employ- 
ment would  have  been  fitter  for  a  scavenger  than  for  a 
budding  pharmacist  or  craftsman,  and  for  which  I  received 
the  splendid  remuneration  of  61.  to  8^.  per  annum,  on  which 
my  employer  knew  I  had  to  live.  He  very  seldom  taught  me 
anything,  and  what  I  did  learn  had  simply  to  be  picked  up. 
That  Scotland,  as  a  rale,  turns  out  good  assistants  is  not 
because  of  the  superior  training  given  during  apprentice- 
ship, but  in  spite  of  those  conditions.  In  many  parts  of 
England  the  public  would  have  no  confidence  in  a  dispensing 
business  run  principally  by  apprentices.  I  have  known  not 
only  members  of  the  N.B.  Executive,  but  Scotch  examiners, 
and  at  least  one  Scotch  member  of  the  London  Council  leave 
their  businesses  in  charge  of  mere  lads  while  attending  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  For  these  men  I 
cannot  pretend  to  feel  the  gratitude  and  respect  indicated 
by  "  Grateful,"  in  the  same  issue.  Trusting  to  see  both  sides 
of  this  question  dealt  with  in  your  columns,

Sir,  —I  can  thoroughly  endorse  Mr.  James  Reid's  remarks 
in  the  last  issue  of  the  C.  4'  D-  that  our  mode  of  dealing 
with  apprentices  in  Scotland  is  far  ahead  of  that  in  England. 
I  can  abundantly  testify  from  my  own  experience,  when 
serving  as  an  apprentice  there  [Scotland].  I  had  a  five- 
years'  apprenticeship,  the  first  year  commencing  with  a 
small  salary,  rising  each  year.  I  was  not  bound  in  any  way 
by  indentures  or  agreements.  I  was  the  only  apprentice 
kept,  the  proprietor  buying,  selling,  and  occasionally  wash- 
ing out  the  shop  himself.  When  business  was  quiet  he 
would  teach  me  the  doses  of  important  drugs,  and  how  to 
wrap  up  parcels  and  mixtures  neatly,  and  give  a  word  of 
praise  when  due.  The  usual  routine  work  was  sweeping 
floors,  dispensing  medicines,  delivering  same,  and  attending 
to  customers.  In  the  second  year  of  my  apprenticeship  I 
passed  the  Preliminary  examination,  the  remaining  time 
being  devoted  to  attending  the  Science  and  Art  Department 
classes,  for  which  my  boss  paid  all  fees,  and  allowed  the 
necessary  time  off.  The  closing-time  was  7.30  p.m.,  and 
proprietor  and  apprentice  strolled  home  together.

200/33.  R.  C. — Ammonium  sulphocyanide  is  no  t  c  >n- 
sidered  in  Great  Britain  to  be  a  legal  poison.  As  it  is  an 
actual  poison,  it  is  well  to  label  io  so. 

210/81.  Comfrey. — Your  employer  is  quite  within  his 
rights.  You  should  endeavour  to  arrange  the  matter  with 
him  amicably,  as  that  course  seems  to  be  to  your  interest, 
but  you  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  qualification  is  of 
firs:  importance  to  you,  and  you  need  not  grudge  any 
personal  inconvenien3e  to  secure  that. 

220/31.  Lithiun. — We  judge  from  your  qu  ;stion  that  the 
lady  has  inherited  the  chemist's  business,  and  that  it  is  now 
her  property  absolutely.  If  that  is  so  she  cannot  take 
advantage  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (the  so-cilled 
widow's  clause),  because  it  only  authorises  executors  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  a  deceased  chemist  under  qualified 
supervision. 

193/29.  V.  V. — "  Blaud's  Iron  Pills  "  is  a  dutiable  title, 
but  Tonic  Pills  (Blaud)  has  beeu  expressly  declared  by  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  and  Alpe  states  that  "  Blaud's 
Pills,  prepared  according  to  the  French  Pharmacopce:a,"  is 
also  exempt.  Your  label  does  not  say  by  what  formula  the 
pills  are  prepared. 

203/58  Bash  Bot. — If  a  courteous  letter  is  written  to  the 
Comptroller  of  Patents  and  Trade-Marks,  25  Southampton 
Buildings,  London,  W.C.,  asking  him  if  a  specified  word  is 
registered  as  a  trade-mark,  he  will  reply  in  the  negative  or 
affirmative.  FailiDg  that,  the  cheapest  plan  is  to  try  to 
reghtir  your  word  in  the  manner  directed  in  tb.5  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary.  . 

205/40.  G.  II. — There  is  a  great  deal  of  legal  information 
in  our  Diary  which  need  not  be  repeated  here.

200/20.  W.  B. — The  offence  in  the  vermin-killer  case  was 
that  the  article  was  sold  to  a  person  unknown  to  the  seller. 
It  was  held  as  long  ago  as  1885  that,  knowiDg  a  person  by 
sight  and  not  by  name  and  address,  as  in  the  case  of  many 
regular  customers,  is  not  "  known  to  the  seller  "  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  but  magisterial  opinions  in 
regard  to  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  where  sale  of 
Part  L  poisons  to  persons  unknown  to  the  seller  is  forbidden, 
does  not  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  seller  must  know 
the  purchaser  by  name  and  address  as  well  as  by  sight.  In 
regard  to  vermin-killers,  we  have  already  stated  that  they 
have  not  been  added  to  the  first  part  of  the  schedule  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  the  section,  but  that  it  is  customary  io 
enter  the  sales  of  vermin-killers  which  contain  arsenic  or 
strychnine. 

200/46.  Senex  puts  this  case : — "  A  carboy  of  oil  of  vitriol 
is  taken  to  a  railway  company  for  transit  and  it  is  broken 
during  transit.  From  its  appearance  it  has  evidently 
been  overturned,  due  either  to  sudden  stoppage  or  careless- 
ness in  shunting.  In  either  case  this  would  not  have 
happened  if  the  carboy  had  been  properly  packed  or  secured 
by  being  tied  to  ring  in  the  truck.  (1)  Is  not  the  railway 
company,  as  1  common'  carriers,'  required  to  use  ordinary 
care  in  packing  ?  (2)  If  any  accident  happens  to  an  article 
which  the  railway  company  is  carrying  at  owner's  ritk 
through  the  carelessness  of  their  servants  or  for  want  of 
proper  packing,  is  not  the  railway  company  liable  for  the 
damage  1  It  has  been  admitted  by  some  of  the  employees 
that  the  carboy  was  broken  before  it  arrived  at  its  destina- 
tion, and  the  railway  company  demand  payment  of  carriage 


as  though  it  had  come  to  the  end  of  its  journey.  Can  they 
recover  payment  of  carriage  for  the  whole  distance  ?  Is  it 
possible,  by  issuiog  a  writ  of  discovery,  to  find  out  where  it 
was  broken  and  by  what  cause  it  was  damaged  1  The  total 
cost  does  not  exceed  40s.  If  I  entered  the  case  in  the 
county  court,  could  it  have  heavy  costs  put  upon  it  1 
Railway  companies  frighten  litigants  with  heavy  legal  costs 
rather  than  admit  their  liability."  [The  railway  company  are 
only  bound  to  take  ordinary  and  reasonable  care  of  any 
package  handed  to  them  for  transit,  and  the  person  thus 
entrusting  the  article  to  them  is  also  bound  to  take  reason- 
able care  in  the  packing.  The  company  will  say  that  the 
goods  were  insufficiently  secured,  and  they  are  entitled  to 
the  carriage  if  they  have,  not  been  guilty  of  negligence  The 
action1  would  be  a  county;  court  action,  and  no  solicitor's 
costs  are  allowed  if  the  claim  is  under  2!.,  unless  the  judge 
rules  that  it  is  a  case  of  public  interest,  when  he  can  allow 
higher  scale  costs.  Interrogatories  caD  be  administered  in 
the  action  by  leave  of  the  Registrar,  but  as  they  are  answered 
by  the  secretary  of  the  company  who  has  no  personal 
knowledge  of  the  facts,  the  amount  of  information  acquired 
is  generally  a  minus  quantity.  The  bold  coarse  is  to  sue  the 
company  for  negligence.] 

211/32  W.  G.  M. — A  hawker's  licence  is  not  required  by 
a  person  who  does  not  employ  a  horse  or  other  beast  bearing 
or  drawing  burden.  Your  Excise  officer  is  also  wrong  in 
saying  that  a  person  licensed  to  sell  gold  and  silver  may 
not  send  out  a  traveller  with  goods  to  sell  unless  he  takes 
out  a  hawker's  licence,  because  (apart  from  the  horse  con- 
dition) "  any  person  selling  or  seeking  orders  for  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  to  or  from  persons  who  are  dealers 
therein,  and  who  buy  to  sell  again,"  are  exempt  from  the 
hawker's  licence.  A  pedlar's  certificate  is,  however,  neces- 
sary, and  is  obtainable  from  the  local  police.

184/22  Inquirer.— (1)  You  will  find  all  you  wish  to 
know  about  Syrup  Making  and  Filtration  by  referring  to 
The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1898,  where  the 
"  Art  of  Pharmacy  "  was  published,  A  filter-bag  to  be  Fhortly 
mentioned  in  the  C.  B.,  embodies  the  latest  improve- 
ments in  filtering  sjrups.    (2)  Eosin,  in  the  proportion  of 
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3  gr.  to  the  pound  of  basis,  makes  a  good  Colour  for 
Carbolic  Tooth-powder.  The  eosin  is  previously  dissolved 
in  5'ij.  of  water,  the  solution  being  sprayed  on  the  powder 
in  the  mixer. 

182/31.  Inquirer. — (1)  Devuloanising  Rubber. — There 
are  several  patent  processes  for  doing  this  ;  the  following 
two  illustrate  the  methods: — (a)  Boil  the  rubber  with  an 
alkaline  carbonate,  sulphite,  or  hydrate,  wash  and  treat  with 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  iron  scrap.  Leave  in  the  dark  for 
some  time,  and  separate  the  rubber.  Treat  the  residue  with 
caustic  alkali,  followed  by  sulphuric  acid  and  iron  scrap 
repeatedly  till  all  the  sulphur  is  removed  (Gomess,  10,528, 
1891).  (b)  Heat  under  pressure  for  eight  hours  with  toluene 
or  other  solvent  and  tin  or  some  metal  capable  of  combining 
with  sulphur,  then  pour  off  and  allow  to  settle  (Gerber, 
19,284, 1893).  (2)  We  do  not  know  any  way  of  making;cellu- 
loid  uninflammable. 

174/64.  N.  A.  C. — The  Herb-mixture,  which  is  the  same 
as  we  reported  on  in  the  C.  B.,  June  15,  page  971,  consists 
chiefly  of  senna-leaves  and  Triticum  reports.  The  third  in- 
gredient appears  to  be  tea-leaves,  but  the  proportion  is  too 
small  for  exact  determination. 

191/47.  Golfer. — By  oil-varnish  we  meant  such  as  a  pale 
copal,  which  gives  a  far  more  supple  resinous  lajer  than  a 
spirit-varnish  does,  and  is  thus  of  greater  service  on  golf- 
clubs.  Quick-drying  varnishes  of  this  kind  are  obtainable. 
Of  spirit-varnishes  one  of  the  best  for  the  purpose  is — ■

piece  of  old  flannel. 

Assistant  — It  seems  superfluous  to  us  to  have  to 
tell  you  to  use  grey  filtering-paper  to  filter  combined  toning 
and  fixing  bath.  Return  the  liquid  to  the  filter  until  it 
passes  through  bright.

Mix  the  egg-yolk,  acetic  acid,  and  water  together.  Dissolve 
the  camphor  in  the  turpentine,  add  the  other  oils,  then  the  egg- 
mixture,  and  shake  until  a  perfect  emulsion  is  obtained.  The 
liniment  is  better  made  in  an  emulsifier.

"  cleaning  and  whitening  old^  and  discoloured  ivory  piano- 
keys":  that  is  why  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  does  not 
give  a  recipe.

— To  1  pint  of  tr.  zingib.  fort,  add  an  equal  volume  of 
water  containing  40  gr.  of  potash  alum  ;  the  mixture  is  to  be 
agitated  for  twenty  minutes,  and  5vss.  of  liq.  potassas  added  ;

IMote  on  Spt.  Hetb.  1R.it.,  B.flX 

By  S.  F.  Burfobd,  F.C.S. 

THE  investigation  by  Mr.  Harvey  into  some  of  the  causes 
of  instability  in  ethyl-nitrite  solutions  is,  on  account  of 
its  interest  and  value,  sure  to  attract  attention  and  provoko 
criticism.  The  non-actinic  properties  of  amber  glass  being 
so  well  known,  it  is  somewhat  remarkable  that  its  use  has 
not  been  earlier  proposed  for  the  storage  of  spt.  pstheris 
nitrosi,  B.P. 

In  the  first  of  Mr.  Harvey's  tables  the  considerable  differ- 
ence in  percentage  of  loss  in  tubes  A  and  B,  of  May  28, 
indicates  probable  difference  in  experimental  condition,  in 
which  case  B  should  be  eliminated  ;  then,  on  comparing  tubes 
with  flasks,  the  complete  or  partial  filling  of  the  vessel  would 
be  shown  to  be  of  great  importance. 

As  regards  the  partially  filled  flasks,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  with  a  large  air-space  not  only  is  the  loss  of  e'hyl 
nitrite  considerable,  but  the  acidity  increases  proportion- 
ately, whereas  if  the  loss  of  the  nitrite  were  largely  due  to 
evaporation  by  expansion  the  acidity  would  not  be  increased 
to  such  an  extent. 

Incidentally  it  may  be  mentioned  that  low-priced  samples 
of  spt.  seth.  nit.,  prepared  by  non-official  methods,  are 
characterised  by  small  amount  of  acidity. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  sizes  of  the  tubes  and  flasks 
used  in  the  experiments  are  not  stated,  so  as  to  avoid  the 
suggestion  that  the  conditions  may  have  been  purely  of  a 
laboratory  character,  and  not  such  as  are  likely  to  be  met 
with  in  ordinary  commercial  practice ;  for  whereas  the  ethyl 
nitrite  in  the  tubes  exposed  to  light  was  completely  destroyed 
in  seven  or  eight  months,  I  have  found  by  actual  experiment 
that  a  sample  of  spt.  seth.  nit,,  5  c.c.  of  which  yielded  37-0  c  c. 
NO  on  February  4, 1892,  after  being  kept  in  a  nearly  full  well- 
stoppered  bottle  exposed  to  light  in  a  store-room  till  Sep- 


tember 19,  1892,  5  c.c.  then  yielded  274  c  c.  NO;  whilst'1 
another  portion,  put  into  a  6  oz.  flat  nearly  filled,  and  ' 
placed  on  a  window-sill  frcm  February  4,  1892,  to  Septem- 
ber 26,  1892,  5  cc.  then  yielded  194  c.c.  of  NO.  In 
another  instance,  a  sample  on  October  26,  1897,  had  a  sp.  gr: 
of  0-840  at  60°  F.,  and  5  c.c.  yielded  38-2  c.c.  of  NO.  The 
sample  was  divided  into  two  J-lb.  stoppered  bottles,  and  both 
were  kept  in  a  cupboard  in  frequent  use.  From  Bottle  A 
portions  were  removed  from  to  time,  till,  finally,  the  last 
portion,  on  February  5,  1898,  yielded  5  c.c.  -  23-0  c.c.  NO 
at  60°  F.  Bottle  B  tied  down,  and,  standing  in  the  same 
cupboard,  was  unopened  till  February  7,  1898  ;  5  c.c.  of  the 
sample  then  gave  33-8  c.c.  of  NO. 

As  a  matter  of  interest,  18  oz.  of  a  sample  having  a  sp.  gr. 
0-844  at  60°  F.  was  placed  in  a  30-oz.  N.M.  recess-labelled 
bottle,  and  kept  on  ordinary  bottle-shelf,  with  the  results 
as  here  noted  : —
